Dr. Wang Chung-hui Outlines Chinese Policy on World 
Problems and Solution of N. China Impasse

the interview, as reported by Kuo Min, follows : 


Q—What is your opinion of the 
‘XKonoye Cabinet? 

‘A—So far as we know, Prime 
‘Minister Konoye Is a popular leader 
jn Japan. He is famillar both with 
the internal and external situation 
‘and is firmly supported by the Japan 
‘ese people, Tn organizing the present 
Cabinet, he is certain to fulfill ox- 
pectations both at home and abroad. 
‘Tho views which Prince Konoye has 
expressed in the press—such as his 
proposal for the dissipation of suspi- 
lous and hostile sentiments and mis- 
understandings between the Chinese 
‘and Japanese authorities and people 
with” a view to readjusting 'Sino~ 
‘Japanese relations, and his advocacy 
‘of sympathy and ‘concrete assistance 
to the Chinese in establishing a new 
‘China—are undeniably correct. We 
hhope that he will overcome all ditt 
culties and be guided by these prin- 
lples in his taske so that normal ro- 
Tallons may be restored between China 
‘and Japan upon which peace in East 
‘Asia’ depends. 

Good Neighbour Polley 

Q—What are your views on Foreign 
‘Minister Hirota's diplomatic policy 
viseacvis China? 

A—The name of Mr. Hiroto, the 
veteran diplomat who has again 
taken up the portfolio of Foreign 
‘Minister, Is well-known in China. His 
faddress ‘on foreign policy made on 
January 23, 1938—In which he ad~ 
Vorated a policy of non-aggression 
‘and non-menace in foreign relations, 
‘and the adoption of a "good neigh- 
‘bour” polley with a view to realizing 
‘8 rapprochement with China—is still 
fresh in our memory. We earnestly 
Hope that he will enforce these prin- 
ciples at an early date, In the course 
‘of the past year, many changes have 
occurred in’ "he Far Eastern situ 
tion, We specially hope that, in con 
formity with the new spirit and 
‘ungler the general principle of equality 
fand reelprocity, he will usher in a 
new era in Sino-Japanese relations. 

‘Q—Ambassador Kawagoe will re- 
turn to his post shortly. 1s China 
‘making preparations for negotiations 
for the readjustment of Sino-Japanes 
relations after Ambassador Kawage 
returns to his post? If so, wha 
‘China's fundamental policy? 

A—The foreign policy of China has 
‘ven clearly enunciated in the mani 
festo of the Third Plenary Session of 
the CEC. (February,

‘A—With reference to the readju 
ment of Sino-Japanese | relatior 
China is not insisting on the sett 
ment of any particular problems as 
A presrequisite. As a matler of 
Faet, “however, the various issues 
pending between the two countries 
fare involved with political questions. 
Te we proceed with the solution of 
‘other problems while politieal ques= 
tions are not yet solved, T fear that 
we ean hardly obtain any’ satisfactory 
results. ‘This Is a question of fact, 
‘not theory. 

‘Q—What is the poliey of the Na- 
tional Government concerning the 
Political and ‘economic problems of 
North China? If the questions of 
eastern Hopel and smuggling are not 
solved, will Sino-Japanese economic 
co-operation in North China be im= 
possible? If these problems are 
Solved, will It be possible to anti- 
cipate’ the solution’ of the various 
‘other pending issues and the restors 
‘ion of norma) relations between our 
‘two countries? 

‘A—So. long as the question of 
‘smuggling in eastern Hopel isnot 
solved, the political and economic ad- 
ministration in North China ean not 
be integral.

‘any new "political and economic 
‘measures will not easily achieve 
regulls. When these problems are 
satisfactorily solved, it will not ‘be

Q—OF late China has been foster- 
Ing the spirit of resistance against 
Japan. This move has antagonized 
the Chinese against the Japanese. It 
hhas not only given rise to unfortunate 
‘ineidents in various parts of the coun- 
try but also aroused great indign: 
tion among the Japanese people. This 
seems to be contrary to your idea of 
“harmonizing the sentiments of the 
Chinese and Jopanese people.” What 
fs your opinion? 

A-—Harmonizing the sentiments of 
the two peoples Is really important. 
Efforts in this) direction, however, 
should be made simultaneously In 
both countries. “We must not place 
the responsibility on one party only. 
'So furvas T know, China has not 
Jadvoeated recently the adoption of an 
‘anti-Japanese policy. Should China. 
however, be invaded, no matier by 
which Power, our people are prepared

Dr. Wang Chung-hui 
ike General Chiang Kai-shek, does 
not fall into that error, but’ they 
sometimes are handicapped by 
the irresponsibility of assertions 
which find all too ready publicity 
in quarters hostile to a progressive 
view of China's status and capacity. 
Even warm friends of China are 
‘oceasionally perturbed by evidence 
of a tendency to take certain un- 
deniable signs of improvement as| 
the text for magniloquent and 
sweeping descriptions of a garden 
therein everything is lovely. This, 
exuberance is understandable,  it| 
derives partly from national tem- 
perament and partly from an 
irritated sensitiveness to that type of 
foreign criticism which is apt un- 
discriminatingly to seize upon every 
sign of Chinese weakness or delin- 
queney os an argument against 
the validity of friendlier and saner 
views in China's regard.

A STEP FORWARD 
June 28. 

The Legislative Yuan has ap- 
proved the scheme for the creation 
af a Central Reserve Bank for 
China. This marks a definite 
tdvance toward completion of the 
curreney reforms outlined by Dr. 
H. H. Kung in his statement of 
November 3, 1935 when the Gov- 
ernment of ‘China abandoned the 
silver standard and started on the 
system of managed currency. On 
‘the whole the Government has been 
successful in handling the prob- 
lems arising from the severance of 
China's long-standing silver rela~ 
tionships. It has imposed the 
circulation of its own notes as legal 





for neglecting precautions formerly | Po! 


tender, it has transferred to the! 
Currency Reserve Board large 
slocks of demonetized silver, to 
provide a reserve for the note issue 
‘and funds for the stabilization of 
fhe foreign exchange. The result 
‘has been to give steadiness to the 
‘Chinese dollar. The support given 
to the scheme by foreign institutions 
has, of course, been ai important 
factor in the situation. The Gov- 
‘ernment has been able to command 
Public confidence in its financial 
policy, partly because of its own 
direct’ concentration on the im- 
‘mediate measures required, partly 
because of the inherent soundness 
‘of the currency position and partly| 
‘because of the pledges given by 
Dr. Kung to buttress his reforms 
with ‘certain speeifie schemes of| 
reorganization, notably the unifica~ 
tion of the note issue, the creation 
of a Central Reserve Bank and the: 
balancing of the National Budget. 
The unification of the note issue is 
on the way to accomplishment, 
although the need for greater 
central contro! has still to be re- 
‘cognized. The Legislative Yuan has| 
now made it possible for the Gov- 
ernment to go ahead with the 
Central Reserve Bank. 

Tt will be admitted that the mere! 
enactment of this measure does not 
automatically bring the bank into 
existence: nor until the law is duly 
Promulgated is it likely that the 
details of the charter will be 
available for public examination, 
Yesterday a special article lucidly 
‘expounded the functions which a| 
central reserve bank discharges in 
maintaining exchange stability by 
machinery for correcting maladjust- 
ments in the balance of interna- 
tional payments and enforcing 
sound monetary and financial con- 
‘ditions within the country. It was| 
pointed out that it would be an 
important function of the new in- 
stitution 

fo exercise such an influence over 

the domestic price level that prices 

in China do not get seriously out 
of alignment with those prevailing 
elsewhere, and in particular in the 

‘countries with which China Intends 

to maintain practical exchange 

stability, 
This alone indicates how heavy will 
be the responsibilities of the 
Central Reserve Bank, how novel 
will be the problems with which it 
will have to deal and how extensive 
will be its influence on the economic 
‘und commercial life of the country. 
{As was also indicated in the article 
from which the quotation above has 
been made, the Bank must be free 
of “‘particularist interest in trade or 
industry". In fact it, must be 
‘operated with single-minded atten- 
tion to the paramount requirements 
of the country’s welfare as a whole 
‘and must be (rec of political in- 
hibitions. Its relations with the 

jovernment should be strictly de- 
fined so that its general independ- 
‘ence can be safeguarded. 

Each country has its own way of 
solving the problem of central bank. 
ing, but generally certain basic 
principles have to be accepted as 
essential to the bank's independence 
‘and freedom from sectional or 

ical bias. It has to be remem- 
bered that the bank's reputation de- 
pends, in the last resort, in the extent 
to which its charter satisfler public 
opinion—and especially public 
opinion in the outside money mar- 
kets—that those principles have 
received due recognition. That 
Kind of public opinion cannot be 
‘swayed by propaganda or partisan 
statements, however plausibly re- 
inforeed. “There is in the world 
to-day ample illustration of the 
uncomfortable fact that the opera- 
tions of the money-market are the 
most realistically inspired of all 
human verdicts. Dr. H. H. Kung 
foreshadowed the creation of a 
central reserve bank in his state-| 
‘ment of November 3, 193!

A PROPERTY PROBLEM 
sone 26, 

‘To the Shanghai Property Owners 
Association, at the tenth Annual 
Meeting yesterday, the Chairman 
drew pointed atiention to the 
unsatisfactory state of the admini- 
stration of the law in relation to 
real property in Shanghai, The 
onelusion of the experts | whom. 
the Association has consulted is 
that ‘the fault ties not so much 
with ‘the Legal Code as with 
the application and administra- 
tion of the law. For redress a 
petition has been sent to the ap- 
propriate department of the National 
Government, and copies of it to the 
Consular Body and other important 
public organizations in Shanghai, 
‘The subject been discussed in these 
columns at length and there is little 
to add to this journal's exposition of 
the importance of the issue. So 
Jong ago as September last it was 
pointed out in these columns that 
the Legislative Yuan's decision of 
February 4, 1936, had in some 
degree corrected’ the excessive 
latitude previously inherent in the 
administration of the law relating 
to the sale of mortgaged property 
by auction. That decision provided 
that when a mortgagee had not 
been paid in duc time. the court 
could order the sale of the mort- 
gaged property by auction without 
awaiting a final judgment, but in- 
eluded the qualification that such 
‘an order was open to objection 
either on the part of the mortgagor 
or a third party, So the mortgagee 
‘was still exposed to the risk of 
protracted court proceedings, for 
obviously the mortgagor would 
readily take advantage of the 
opportunity thus afforded, The 
situation has, therefore, remained 
very much what it was’and credit 
facilities have consequently been 
seriously restricted. 

Even more important, because it! 
is in fact the basis on’ which the| 
mortgage system operates, has been 
the sudden acceptance by courts 
of their right to interfere between, 
landlord and tenant in declaring, 
what is or what is not fair rent. 
From this has developed an ex- 
traordinarily unsatisfactory  situa- 
tion. Defaulting tenants have been| 
able to use the machinery of the! 
Jaw to aggravate their evasion of 
their just dues, and the landlord 
has been able to sccure his rights 
only after much expenditure of 
time and money. ‘The result is that] 
the honest tenant js penalized owing, 
to the flagrant dishonesty of those| 
who take advantage of the defects 
in the legal administration to obtain| 
what effect occupancy of 
premises without paying rent. 
Several cases have been cited 
these columns of tenants who have 
been in occupation for over a year 
without paying any rent and enjoy= 
ing a considerable advantage in the} 
process by reason of the operation 
of the legal machinery. So the 
mortage deed, formerly a beneficent 
instrument for providing Shanghai 
with the credit facilities which a 
big commercial community requires, 
has been deprived of its vital at- 
tribute of Muidity by the delays 
attaching to the sale of property 
when the mortagor defaults. In 
addition, the value of the property 
has been gravely prejudiced by 
the cover given to the dishonest| 
tricks of recalcitrant tenants. The 
essential merit of a mortgage lies, 
of course, in the fact that the owner 
ef the property can depend on 
receiving from his tenants the rent 
Jagreed upon in regular and punctual 
form. If there is no certainty that 
this interest on his capital is to be 
forthcoming, it follows naturally 
that the mortgage deed has, on that 












































account alone, decreased in value. 
Then, on the top of it, when the 
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mortgagee realizes that he cannot 
depend on a quick recovery of the 
money due to him in the very event 
against which the deed expressly 
provides, he must of necessity look 
askance at that form of investment. 
So the value of the mortgage as 
A means of raising eredit and 
financing business “has become 
‘almost negligible in Shanghai. ‘This 
has contributed seriously to the 
stagnation which has arisen from 
the depression, Many people hope 
and believe that the depression is 
lifting, but it is no exaggeration to 
say that the process is being gravely 
retarded by the disability now at- 
faching to ownership of property 
and to the mortgage deed as an 
instrument of credit. 

In this week's “Finance & Com- 
merece” Mr. C, 8, Kwel, a Chinese 
lawyer of ‘repute, -makes the i 
teresting suggestion that the dim- 
culty could be overcome if in a 
mortgage deed it were mutually 
agreed that upon default on the date 
of maturity the creditor might apply 
to the court to appoint someone to 
supervise the auction of the pro 
perty mortgaged or to appoint some 
auctioneering concern to conduct 
the auction, such agreement to be 
recognized as valid. Mr. Kwei con- 
siders that thus delay in obtaining 
n order for auction would be 
avoided, and if a creditor had com~ 
mitted a tort against the interest of 
the debtor as the result of an 
auction, the latter would still have 
the right to institute a damage suit 
against the creditor. He fortifies 
his argument with ‘the statement 
that the practice has been widely 
accepted in other countries and he 
considers that it should be adopted 
in China. Mr. Kwel realizes, how- 
ever, that the basic difficulty stilt 
fs to be found in the unsatisfactory 
state of the administration of the 
Jaw regarding landlord and tenant. 
He says: 
It rentals can be collected with 
reasonable certainty, real estate 
will come back to its own as a 
Tela ‘of investment, and ‘properties 
under ‘mortgage can be auctioned 
‘off with comparative case, 
Careful study of the subject, as 
hhas already been indicated, does not 
ead to criticism of the actual law 
prescribed under the Civil Code. 
‘This was made clear at the Property 
Owners’ meeting yesterday. It is 
emphasized both by Mr, Kwel and 
by “Finance & Commerce" itself in 
commenting on his article. Tt has 
‘been consistently affirmed in these 
columns. ‘There is, obriously, ull the 
more justification for urging that 
the Government should give prompt 
attention to this most important 
subject. If the issue demanded 
attention to the complicated process 
of altering the law it would be 
another matter—but when all that 
is wanted is a practical adaptation

END OF A NATION? 
June 23, 

With the fall of Bilbao the 
Spanish insurgents have achieved 
fone of their most important victories 
in this long-drawn-out civil wai 
and it is to be expected that as 
soon as they have cleaned up the 
situation in the Basque provine 
‘they will turn their attention {0 the 
capture of Madrid and the final 
‘campaign for the suppression of the 
Valencia government, With the 
undeniable superiority in-men and 
material which the insurgents pos- 
sessed it is remarkable that they 
were unable to defeat the Basques 
in Jess than eighty-four days cevere 
fighting, and it speaks volumes for 
the bravery of the defenders that 
they were able tain a lost 
night for so long a period. | Wheth 
they would have been able to offer 
a successful resistance to the 
onslaughts of General Mola, and 
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after him General ‘Davila, if 
Valencia had been readier to’ give 
that assistance for ‘which the 
Basques pleaded must always now 
‘be a matter for speculation. Un- 
doubtedly the Spanish government 
did not do all they might have done 
to assist in the defence of Bilbao 
and in that they may have made 
fone of the most serious mistakes it 
‘was possible for them to make. Tt 
is obvious that so long as Bilbao did 
not fall the insurgents had to make 
ise of forees to contain it which 
might have rendered very great 
service against Madrid itself, but! 
now that the Basque defence of 
their city has failed, very substan- 
tial reinforcements should now be 
Uiberated for the assistance of 
General Franco outside Madrid. 
From present indications it would 
‘seem that the final attack on the 
Spanish capital will be delayed no| 
Jonger than is ‘necessary for the in- 
surgents in the north to stabilize the| 
situation and clean up the rem- 
nants of the Basque resistance, and 
this is not expected to be serious! 
now that it has been forced out of 
Bilbao and into the open country. 
‘The fall of Bilbao with the defeat] 
of the Basques is something more 
than an incident in a very dreadful 
civil war; it amounts to the subjuga- 
tion of a very proud people which 
had held a’ singular position in 
Spain right from the earliest times. 
‘That is indicated in the statement 
that General Davila, when proclaim 
ing martial law after formally oc- 
cupying the city, annulled the 
ancient laws of Basque sovereignty 
to which the Spanish kings had 
pledged themselves, which pledges; 
had also been observed by the re- 
publican government, ‘The Prov- 
incias Vascongadas, ‘consisting of 
Alava, Biscay and Guipuzcoa date 
back "to the’ very early ages 
mantaining an independence trom 
Spain, and at times they were 
variously dependent allies of either| 
Navarre or Castile, Under Henry 
TV and Ferdinand the Catholic the! 
Basque Provinces were united to 
Spain, though they still remained a. 
Jand apart—tierra apartada, ‘Their 
juntas acted to some extent in 
‘common, ‘They preserved their own 
Jaws which the Kings of Spain 
‘swore to observe and maintain, 
while the continuance of the sove- 
reignty of the Basque is evidenced 
by the fact that they made their 
own treaties with England and. 
France, and even in the treaty of 
Utrecht, 1713, were mentioned apart! 
from Spain,’ This state of affairs 
came to an end as a result of the 
Carlist wars of last century, at the 
conclusion of which the provinces| 
were left at the merey of the gov- 
ernment without terms or agree- 
ment. , After 1876. the provincial 
parlianfents were elected like other| 
provincial governments of Spain; 
they were deprived of | many 
privileges and subjected to the in- 
ferference of the civil governors. 
Nevertheless successive pacts have| 
since been negotiated which secured 
to the Basques some degree of self- 
xovernment in exchange for an 
agreed sum to be paid to the state 
‘out of the revenue obtained by 
taxation which the provincial gov- 
etnment itself levied and collected. 
All these privileges have now| 
eon withdrawn and in the eyes of| 
the insurgent government _ the| 
Basque will for the future rank as: 
any other citizen of Spain, In this 
there may be seeds of future trouble, 
for the chief characteristics of the 
Basque race are an intense self- 
respect, and an obstinate conserva-| 
tism, and it is not to be believed 
that’ they will ‘readily accept. the: 
denial of those privileges which 
have stamped them as a nation— 
19 matter how small—within a 
iation, If the precedents of the| 
history of the last century are 
followed it may be expected that, 
when peace returns to Spain under 
® stable government the Basques 
will continue that form of peaceful 
negotiation which since 1876 brought 
back to them many of the privileges 
which were attached to that partial 
independence which they maintain- 
ed against all comers for so many 
centuries. Tt may very well be 
that whatever government _ is| 
ultimately established as a result 
of this civil war will gradually 
yestore their old privileges to the) 
Basques. Should the present gov- 
ernment eventually win it. seems! 
clear that they would do so if only! 
‘a8 a reward to the Basques for the| 
Joyalty they have shown in this| 
unavailing struggle. Should the| 
insurgents gain the day, and there| 
ere possibilities now that they will, 
they may find that for the sake!

tion into the matter is necessary | 
before they will consent to take| 
that action which Germany demands. 
It seems a reasonable line to follow 
for it is an entirely new proposition| 
in international polities that any 
‘one particular school of political 
thought has a complete monopoly 
of truth. Seratches and dents in 
the side of the Leipzig suggest that 
something did come into collision 
with the vessel, but those marks 
are not sufficient to indicate exactly 
what happened, and until this is 
definitely known the better policy 
‘would appear to be for the Control 
Powers to hold their hands. 

It is in the best interests of! 
general peace that no Powers 
should be rushed into making| 
decisions which may or may not 
be based upon fact, ‘That there is 
ho small possibility of one side or 
the other being incorrectly informed 
makes it all the more imperative 
that the greatest possible caution 
should be exercised. Once that has 
‘been done, it is possible, within the 
terms of the understanding under 
which Germany actively rejoined: 
the control commission on June 12,|

to ‘refrain from committing them- 
selves either one way or the other, 
‘Let there be no doubt about it if 
it were clearly proved that a 
Spanish Red submarine did attack 
the Leipzig there would be not only 
no sympathy with the government | 
‘at Valencia but the heartiest con- 
demnation. Thus in such a situa 
tion there would be very consider- 
able support for German demand 
for the internment of the Red 
submarines, though how that could 
‘be brought about without violence, 
should Valencia decide to resist it 
is not at all easy to perceive. 

‘The fact that German war vessels 
will continue to remain in Spanish 
‘waters to protect German interests| 
does not tend to reduce the com- 
plications which have already arisen 
and which may arise in the future. 
If the German version of the Leipzig 
affair is the correct one the likeli- 
hood of further Spanish attacks in 
German vessels will not be reduced 
by any such action as that which 
Berlin intends following, for it is 
very plain that if the Red warships 
are behaving in the manner alleged 
against them, the probability of 
their continuing to do so will be 
all the greater ‘if the case of the 
Spanish government becomes more 
Gesperate. ‘Though this is so it can- 
not be suggested for one moment 
that Germany is in any way at fault 
in seeking to protect her own in- 
terests despite the fact that in doing 
£0 she increases the risk of such 
incidents as those which have 
created so much trouble. It is quite 
likely that in the not too distant 
future the patience of the whole of 
‘Europe will be tested to the utmost, 
‘That may come when the fighting in| 
Spain reaches a point where one 
side or the other has to recognize 
the inevitability of defeat. ‘The| 
danger is that either one of them 
in final desperation may be guilty 
of acts designed to bring about a 
general conflagration in the hope 
that in the ultimate settlement it| 
might still survive. To guard 
against this will require the utmost 
vigllance and caution, and it only 
for that reason it was undesirable| 
that the four Powers should have 
made the demonstration asked for| 
without first having done everything’ 
to ascertain the ;real truth of the: 
matter. “Now, if ever, is the time 
‘when the major Powers should, 
make haste slowly. Despite the 
difference of opinion there are en- 
couraging signs that this sense of 
caution prevails both with Germany 














and with Italy. Their manner of 


withdrawing from the control com- 
mission seems to connote a sincere 
desire to avoid extreme measures, 
for they still adhere to the policy: 
ot’ non-intervention to which it is 
reported that Signor Mussolini is; 
now prepared to give more effective 
significance, 





WISE RESTRAINT 
June 29, 

Fortunately the withdrawal of| 
Germany and Italy from the patrol 
of the Spanish coast does not in- 
volve the severance of their rela- 
tions with the Non-Intervention 
Committee which has so painfully 
laboured to bring its machinery into 
operation for the limitation of the 
Spanish conflict. So it is hoped that | 
the meeting arranged for to-day will] 
enable the Committee to recover] 
‘equilibrium and address itself to the} 
task of eliminating foreign parti- 
cipation in the civil war. The 
tension of last week should have 
thocked even the most flippant 
partisan into discretion. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain's appeal for restraint 
in language and action eminently 
fitted the crisis in which tempers 
were rising high and, once again, 
practical issues of fact were being 
obscured by appeals to national 
sentiment. It would be well if th 
nations in Europe would consider 
whether they are prepared to allow 
themselves to be the sport of some 
perverse whim on the part of one 
or other of the two contending 
‘Spanish parties by submitting to} 
the dictation of some casual episode 
on the supreme issue of peace or 
war. Is General Franco or the 
Valencia Government to be told that 
either the one or the other is 
possessed of such power that an 
ill-considered or even a deliberate 
act of warfare against any given 
nation will automatically extend 
tne, civil war to portentous dimen- 
sions outside Spain? Is Europe to 
be put at the mercy of any irres- 
ponsible mercenary who may be 
moved either by the desperation of 
his cause or by the morbid vanity 
‘of his temperament to give the| 
signal for a general conflagration? 
Statesmanship is surely not so] 
lacking in resource as to be unable 
to prevent so untoward a catastro- 
phe. The calamity which has over- 
taken unhappy Spain is bad 
enough.

of representatives off the United 
Kingdom, France, Germany, Greece, 
Italy, Norway, Poland and Soviet 
Russia, The ‘Chairman is Vice-

scheme came into force the Italian 
authorities intimated thelr readines 
to resume discussion of that matter 
provided the other representatives 
‘were prepared to follow suit. ‘The 
necessary assurance having "been 
forthcomi 
mittee was appointed to prepare a 
scheme for the withdrawal. from 
Spain of all persons engaged in the 
‘war who are not of Spanish nation- 
ality, or were not of Spanish 
nationality on July 18, 1936, and

Yet to a highly explosive situation. 
It is manifestly anomalous that 
countries represented on the Non~ 
Intervention Committee should be 
preoccupied by responsibility for 
the welfare of their respective 
‘nationals who, whether by official 
permission or ‘otherwise, are" inter- 
vening personally in the Spanish 
conflict, albeit under the probably 
quite erroneous delusion that there- 
by they are serving some cause 
nearer home. However accurate 
‘be the insurgents 
‘and the loyalists 
it is clearly impossible 
to be more precise with any degree 
of satisfaction. Whether General 
Franco wins or loses, it is highly 
doubtful to say the least of it if 
the result will give satisfaction on 
the one hand to Fascists and on 
the other to Communists, For at 
the bottom the quarrel is between 
Spaniards. Tt is natural that that 
fact should be presently overlooked 
‘owing to the pressure on Spanish 
soil of alien frenzy. ‘That is why 
the withdrawal of these volunteers 
is so much to be desired.

26th Fiscal Year Income and Expenditures Balanced 
at $1,000,649,496: Detailed Figures

THE Notional Budget for the 26th fiscal year (July 1, 1987-June 
30, 1938), balanced at $1,000,649,496, was adopted at the 


109th meeting of the Legislative 

OMciat quarters here are gratified 
over the successful balancing of the 
‘National Budget. 

n the course of the past ton years, 
owing to clvil wars requiring huge 
military appropriations, the National 
Budget has always shown a deftelt. 
‘The biggest defleit was in 1930, being 
380 per cent, of the total budget csti- 
‘mates, Since 1031, the annual defeit 
hhas been about 20 per cent, 

“In 1086, the deficit. amounted to 23 
per cent, but, in spite of that, the 
Rehievements in national reconstruc 
tion work were unprecedented during 
that year. 

'in the course of the past few years, 
military expenses have been the big 
est item In the estimates. ‘Though 
the actual amount of military appro- 
priations has been increased, the 
percentage In relation to the’ total 
expenditure has been reduced. 

‘For instance, in 1930 military ex- 
penses occupied 47.65 per cent, of the 
total expenditure; 42.31 per cent, in 
1933; and 30.8 per cent, in 1036, 

‘The general budget for the new 
fiscal year (July 1, 1987-June 30, 1938) 
totals more than $1,000 millions, This 
is a new record in China's Ananciat 
annals. ‘Though the amount of ex- 
penditures Is increased, the percent 
lage of Increase has been reduced. 

For instance, the budget for the 
24th fiscal Year (July 1995-June 1936) 
showed an inerense of 43 per cent. 
over that of the 25rd year and the 
Dudget of the 25th year (July 1036-

new budget shows an increase of 
only 14 per cent over that of the 
current yea.

Jdccided to close the Consulate for 
}good and even to sell the house and 
and, Alas, the rumour has come| 
true, and now the British flock in 
Htsinan have to look further afleld 
for their Consular shepherding.

‘bers about 50, but there are only two| 
Jarge British firms and business in| 
this area is not sumelent to make it

IMPROVING SALT 
PRODUCTION 


Administration to Experiment 
in Szechuen 


Nanking, June 22. 
In line with the extensive improve- 
ment measures which are being 
‘adopted throughout the country by 
the Salt Administration, the moder 
nization of salt wells of Szechuen, 
particularly at Tzelluching and Wut 
Ungehiso, are already under way. 
‘These wells for centuries. ha 
plied high grade salt to the nume 
us population inhabiting Szechuer 
Western Hupeh, Kweichow, 
part of Hunao.’ While the methods 
Used have been effective in utilizing 
the vast man power of the densely 
populated region of Central Sze- 
chuen, Any steps taken must keep 
in mind the preservation of | the 
livelihood of the people, and thus 
‘not dislocate too suddenly social and 
Tabour conditions in the salt produc 
ing areas, Nevertheless, the improve- 
ment of methods has appeared to be 
of paramount importance to the Salt 
‘Administration, 

Contracts have already been let to 
provide the chief centre of salt 
Production at Tzeliuching with an 
Clectrie plant capable of supplying 
hoisting power to thie entire brine 
region. Siemens China Company are 
to supply two. turbo-generators of 
4.000 KW, while Babeock & Wilcox 
‘re the ‘contractors for the two 
boilers for the plant. The machinery 
will arrive by several shipments at 
the end of this year and the frst 
part of the next year, 

‘At the ‘same time at Tzeliuching a 
model salt plant is being projected. 
While it is-to be. financed by salt 
merchants, it is to be designed, con- 
structed and managed by the Salt 
‘Administration, to be turned over to 
the merchants when in running 
order. After careful study and ex- 
perimentation, the grainer system of 
‘salt making has been chosen. In ad~ 
dition, another model salt plant is 
to be established with government 
funds for the Chien-Lo area, S20- 
chuen, ‘This plant is to serve as a 
‘model plant for general adoption in 
the future by salt makers. Tt will 
also form a basis for more extensive 
experimentation in connection with 
the manufacture of alimentary salt 
in general and of by-products from 
bittern blocks in particular, 

In the neighbouring salt re 
‘Wutungehiao, arrangements aro 
ing made for the installation 
Grilting machinery, which will 
the supplies of richer brine 
beneath the present levels attained 
by. existing ‘native methods, The 
‘only way to get richer brine cheaply 
and with certainty is to drive deeper 
wells. 

‘The objective of the Salt Admin- 
istration in co-operation with provin- 
cial and national reconstruction o1- 
fans is not to take over the produc- 
tion of salt in West China but to lead 
the way in demonstrating to the salt 
producers modern and more econo: 
mie methods of brine extraction and 
salt manufacture Ey modern appli- 
ances. The conservative nature of 
the vested interests now operating 
the salt works makes it almost im- 
possible for private operators to 
pioneer clong these lines. It is anti- 
elpated, however, that once the Gov- 
ernment shows the way of a more 
Profitable exploitation of the wells, 
private interests will inevitably fol- 
Tow suit—Kuo Min.

FULL ACCOUNT OF 


CHEFOO DROWNING 


Tragic Story Told by Mrs. E. P. Railton, Survivor : 
Three Coincidences Recalled 


'URTHER details of the tragic 


death of Mr. E, P, Railton, who 


was drowned in vainly attempting to save his son from a 
like death, have been received from his father, Mr. H. E, Railton 


in Chefoo, 


As briefly reported at the time, the accident occurred 


on June 20, when Mr. and Mrs. Railton, their two sons, Tony aged 


12 and Eric aged 8, and Mrs. Crossland, a friend, were boating. 


It 


is now learned, from Mrs, Railton herself, that Eric and Mrs. Rail~ 
ton were swept overboard and that Mr. Railton, in going to their 


rescue, went to his death. 


‘Mrs, Railton herself writes: 

‘We hnad abandoned the idea of pick- 
ing up Ricky's hat and proceeded on 
our way as quickly as possible as it 
seemed to be becoming rather rough. 

‘Ricky and T were sitting on the 
cabin In the Yront, It seemed to me 
that we were still turning a little and 
Erle speeded up the motor, A. rather 
large wave finished it. I thought the 
whole oat would capsize. “Ricky 
slipped off and I didn't even ‘attempt | 
to hold on. He could not swim and 
was always terrified of water and 
it was the natural thing to keep near 
him. We were perfectly all right! 
and we told him not to be frightened 
fand he was wonderfully brave. 

‘Looking back, I can see that Bric 
should have just brought the boat 
round to us and picked us up. He 
knew I could swim, though I am not 
a stcong swimmer, but he must have 
‘thought me unable to hold Ricky up. 
“Anyway they threw out a small fra! 
Wicker chalr which I managed to got. 

nd Immediately Brie Jumped i him- 
‘self, 

T'can see his thoughts, and 1 my- 
self thought at the time ‘that he was 
right, We have all of us, many times 
bathed off the boat, swum round it 
and got on board again and it did 
not seem a foolish thing to do. 


‘Current Strong 

He was a strong swimmer and. it 
seemed so easy to swim with Ricky 
back to the boat and then pick me 
up. It” was apparent immediately 
though that there was no swimming 
‘against that current and It was pretty 
choppy too, I did not attempt to 
swim so we drifted apart. ‘The cur 
rent was carrying us in one direc 
tlon and the wind carrying the boat 
In the opposite direction towards the 
harbour and destroyers. 

T saw at once that we had done 
wrong and shouted that we should 
try and get together and help each 
other. ‘The boat by now was almost 
out of sight. Mrs, Crossland and 
‘Tony had been vainly trying to start 
the” engine, which only aman’ 
strength cotld accomplish, and were 
now waving towels for assistance. 

T slipped off my sweater and heavy 
cout, which Moated away in no time, 
and’ managed to reach the others 
Ricky ‘was terrified and shouted that 

frightened and was drown 
er wise, considering his. mi 
ir of the water, he was won: 
derfully brave. 

Erle only spoke twice, once to as 
‘me if T-was all right ‘and once to 
say that he was going. I still had 
this crazy wicker chair and I tried 
to get Ricky to take his atm trom his 
father's neck and let me support bhin 
fon the chair. I am afraid. though 
that by then, they had both swallow 
ced too much water, 

‘The whole time Eric had not one 
thought for himself. He would not 
hhold-me though T tried to float with 
my legs underneath them both and 
tty to give them support. All the 
time X kept telling them that the 
boat was coming, though there was 
no sign of help. 


Others Helpless 

‘tra, Crossland and Tony were help- 
tess, though it was Mrs. Crossland’s 
untiring efforts that did bring help 
eventually, 

My recollections of the end 
hazy. Erie gave two terrible gurgles 
and then slowly sank from sight. 
Ricky's end 1 don't remember, my 
mind was focussed on Erie. 

TL was fully ton minutes Tam sure 
before the U.S. Navy boat arrived on 
the scene, Whether T could have 
held on to them for that time I do 
not know, or if it would have been 
fof any use, At the time T remember 
thinking, though, that we were all 
done for and as there was still no 
boat coming to our rescue, it was 
useless to fight against what was to 
be. Maybe my attitude was wrong. 

‘The fact remains that Erle had not 
one thought for his own safety. He 
wag a hero and he died as gallantly 
and heroleally as he lived. He al- 
‘ways believed in taking his medicine 
when it was necessary and he did 
so on this occasion. His only error 
‘of judgment was in jumping over~ 
oard,"and that was through thought 
for us. He was gallant to the end 
‘and I want all his friends to know 
this ag T know it. He could have 
saved himself so easily, but he did 
not even try. Even when he went 
down he was still trying to hold 
Ricky above the water.

Murder Verdict in

derer. No witnesses were called,

RICE PLANTED NEAR 
KIATING 


Copious Rain Indicates Good 
Crops 


‘Prost Qus Own Conrsroxexr 


Kiating. Sze. June 12. 

June has brought relief to thous- 
ands of people in this erea. Copiou: 
rains ‘are falling and-there is suM- 
lent moisture to assure the farmers 
of a good rice erop. ‘The transforms: 
ion ‘that has taken place in the 
country. districts is truly amazing. 
Everywhere there Is feverish activity 
buffaloes wallow through the rice 
paddies dragging plow and harrow. 
men, women and children » are 
‘engaged in breaking up the softened 
‘clods of earth that a few wecks ago 
Gefied the efforts of the most indus- 
trlous labourer, and the more ex- 
perleneed farmers create symmetrical 
Patterns as they transplant the rice 
Shoots. In the neighbourhood fully 
90 per cent, of the rice has been 
transplanted. 

Tt is evident to the traveller that. 
this favourable percentage docs not 
apply to those districts cast of 
Kiating. More rain may help salvage 
‘@ small corn crop but at present it 
is doubttul if one half of the fields 
have been planted with rice. Crops 
will be later but the threat of famine 
is much less ominous. This is quite 
apparent in the change in the mental 
‘outlook of the people. The atmos- 
phere of depression is being slowly 
transformed by a spirit of optimism. 
Prices that were steadily soaring to 
unknown high levels are beginning to 
decline, The outlook is quite prom- 
ising. 





Leopards Near Kiating 

In densely populated Szechuen’ it 
seems hardly credible that there 
should be room for wild beasts to 
roam near the larger cities. A recent 
Visit to. the hospital revealed two 
young boys from a village only a few 
Ti from here that had been badly 
mauled by two large leopards. Both 
boys will recover but wounds to 
faces, shoulders and arms give ev! 
dence ‘of a suificlently dangerous 
struggle. 

‘The boys were alone in a farm 
house one evening when they were 
attracted by the terror displayed by 
two shoats that were also in the 
house, An Investigation revealed 
two large leopards just outside the 
door. Armed with ‘poles the boys 
‘Allempted to drive awry the marau- 
ders. ‘The attempt was not wholly: 
successful, ‘The beasts turned on the 
boys and gave them a bad time for 
a whi 

It was only after the boys had been 
badly cut up that they succeeded in 
driving off the unwelcome visitors. 
‘The leopards were declared to be of 
unusual size and even a week after 
their experience the boys appeared 
quite nervous when relating their 
story. 

‘An attempt was made to approx- 
imate ‘the Canadian record set by 
the Dionne parents by a Chinese 
couple in a village just south of Kia- 
ting. A few weeks ago a mother 
gave birth to quadruplets. At the 
time of birth all were reported alive 
and well, ‘This sudden family ine 
ferease must have given grave concern 
to the father in these diMeult days’ 
when food prices are soaring to 
unheard of levels. 

Unlike the Dionne case, however. 
there were none to come to the ait 
of these humble parents with trained 
doctors, latest scientifle equipment, 
fand funds necessary to provide 
‘Adequate care for these tiny repre~ 
sentatives of humanity. Born amid 
unfavourable surroundings and with- 
‘ut even competent medical attention 
there could be but one result, 

It is reported that all four children 
‘are dead and that the mother is in a 
ritieal condition, In a country 
where modern sanitation is still 
unknown, where the birth rate is 
‘high. ‘and competent medical skill 
unable to supervise so large a con- 
stituency. the infant mortality must 
‘Of necessity be abnormally high. 

Kiating Visitors 

‘Two recent visitors to Kiating were 
Miss E. Glokke of the Chicago School 
of Education, USA, and Miss 1. 
Scott of the Presbyterian Mission, 
Pelping. These two ladies. came 
through the Yangtze Gorges. and 
travelled by bus to Kiating vii 
Chergtu, Their real objective was 
Mount mel. one of China's most 
scered_ mountains and culli~iently 
beautiful and renowed to attract 
visitors from the four corners of the 
earth. 

‘The weather in this area is not 
always "kind to the visitor. Many 
parties have visited the “Golden 
Summit” ‘only to find themselves 
enveloped In mists and fog. Misses 
Glokke and Scott were more for- 
tunate, the weather was cool for

-PLAGUE RAMPANT IN FUKIEN 


«Hospital Makes Special Arrangements to Isolate 
Patients: Drug Suppression Day Observed 


Frost Our Own 


Patien, Fu, June 17. 

‘The plague epidemic is’ still active 
In some of the country districts of 
atlen, but has ‘not caused many 

leaths’ in the elly. Tn one village 
there were four deaths in one house- 
hold. “In another village two shop 
assisiants ‘died of plague. The 
‘manager of the shop then set to work 
to give the place a thorough clean 
ing, and in so doing found no less 
than 20 dead rats. He decided that 
he himself would move to. other 
quarters for a time. St. Luke's 
Hospital has reserved three rooms in 
@ temple near by to serve as_an 
Isolation hospital for patients suffer 
ing from plague. 

Plans are going forward for a new 
city park in the northwest corner of 
Putien city. There is a beautiful 
natural hill, planted with trees and 
shrubs, and’ crowned with big. 
boulders, from which a fine view 
can be obtained of the plain below. 
‘There is also a picturesque temple on 
the hill, called the Temple of the 
‘Three Religions. 

‘Templo 400 Years Old 

About 490 years ago, in the reign 
of the Emperor Ming ‘Chia-ching, a 
local scholar named Lin Chao-en 
founded this temple. “He had studied 
the sacred books of the Confucianists, 
Buddhists and Tyolsts, and thought 
that he would select what was best 
in the threo religions, and combine 
them into one.” To this end he 
founded the temple, and taught the 
people to sit and meditate with 
Closed eyes. This, he said, would 
Dring health to mind and body. He 
practised what he preached, and 
healed himself in this way. in the 
course of time, however, the original 
Intention of the founder has been 
forgotten, and the temple resembles 
any other idol temple. ‘There is a 
large image in the centre of the 
temple of Lin Chao-en himself, and 
‘another of his friend Cho Yu-cn who 
trelped him in his religious reforms. 

‘Although thé Temple of the Three 
Religions was founded for the city 
people, they have never been ac- 
customed to go there in great num- 
bers, for they do not believe that it 
brings them any luck. On the other 
hand, théusands of country people 
{0 specially at this time of the yc 
{o worship at this temple. ‘They 
proceed in companies of ten or more, 
carrying flags and boating gongs and 
eymbals, as is customary when going 
to worship the idols. Some wear the 
large straw hats which distinguished 
the scholars of old times, but lately 
others have taken to wearing grey 
Trilbys. They carry with them ine 
cense, red candles and offerings of 
food, and a small image of Lin Chao- 
en which is placed before the large 
image in the temple. 

During the worship a large stick 
of incense, whieh takes about an 
hour to burn away, Is lighted. While 
it Is burning the worshippers sit, in 
silence in the temple, and by s0 doing 
hhope to get bodily healing for them: 
selves and the blessing of the gods 
fon their village. ‘The next day the 
small Image is carried back (0 their 
‘own village, and the procession goes 

it came, beating gongs and carry- 
ing fags. 
Drug Paraphernalia Burned 


June 3 was observed here as Drug, 
‘Suppression Day, and the students of 
the ‘various schools were summoned 
to meet for a demonstration in the 
public recreation ground, After a 
Speech from the Municipal scerotary, 
the fire brigade made a bonfire of 
some of the things which had been 
faken from drug addicts.

‘A new magistrate was recently ap- 
pointed to this district, He has 
Studied political seience at a Japanese 
university, and seems to be genuinely 

terested’ in the welfare of the 
people. One day recently he spoke 
St the Sun Yat-sen memorial mecting 
atthe Methodist Church Middle 
School, and noticed that the boys 
were mostly thin and pale, 

He ‘asked aflerwards why they 
seemed to be in such poor condition. 

mid was told that the daily food of 
te majority of them consisted of 
three meals of wet rice. Hearing 
this the magistrate decided to call a 
meeting of principals of middle 
Schools, to discuss this question of 
the students’ food. At the meeting 
hhe said that if parents were not able 
to give their children adequate food, 
they would do better to send them 
to normal schools rather than to 
middie schools. ‘They could then 
Drepare to earn a living sooner. He 
Said this, not because he thought

which a good education Is of little 
value, 

‘The gathering decided that food 
fees In Schools should not be tess than 
‘$450 a month, and that atleast one 
meal each day should be of dry rice, 
With an adequate quantity of voget: 
ables, The problem of nourishment 
for school children is, however, not 
easy. to solve, as very fow of the 
students board at the schools. The 
‘majority come from poor homes, 
where there Is not always sufficient 
to eat, 

Bleetrle Light Plant Bought 


Another improvement recently 
made is in the electric light, ° The 
local company serves a large district, 
Dut it has always been in dimculties, 
and has passed from the control of 
fone private company to another, cach 
of whom has in turn failed, and none 
of whom have been able to pay any 
Gividend to their shareholders. This 
was because very few of the con- 
sumers paid their bills, For instance, 
fon presenting a bill for $200 at the 
yamen, the collector was given $20, 
‘and told that was all’ that was 
forthcoming. Now. the government 
hhas taken over the eleetrie system. ‘The 
charge Is 32 cents a unit, but to those 
who pay thelr monthly’ account be- 
fore the Sth, it is reduced to 30 cents. 
For consumers of more than 1,000 
units per month, a reduction of 50 
per cent. is made. “With the authori- 
ly of the government behind the com- 
any, the bills are being paid prompt 
ly even by the Municipal and military 
authorities, and instead of a deficit, 
the company is able to show pronts 
which should run into $20,000 a year. 

‘The motor road from Foochow is 
now In good condition in, spite of 
‘much rain, ‘The worst section, that 
which passes through the market 
town of Hanchiang is now being re- 
surfaced, and a new stone road Is 
being made, ‘Unfortunately it has 
not been thought possible to broaden 
the road, which is only about 20 
feet in width and winds. frequently. 
Tt is a busy. street, with shops on 
either side; rickshaws and stationary 
lorries often block the way, pede 
rlans and load-bearers throng the 
road; sometimes an open-air theatre 
plays at a corner’ and the crowd 
extends into the main road, As may 
be Imagined, motorists find it dimeult 
to get along. 

Market Malt Built 

Until recently vendors of meat, and 
vegetables spread out their goods at 
the side of the road, and purchasers 
were in constant danger from passing, 
trame, Now a market hall has been 
ullt, and those who bring their 
goods for sale are compelled by t 
pollee to setup their stalls in 
‘There is some unwillingness to 
comply with this regulation, as it 
ives less opportunity of attracting 
custom, 

‘A few days ago an old woman 60 
years old set up her vegetables for 
aie, as she had! always done, by the 
roadside, ‘The police protested, and 
because ‘she was unwilling to inove, 
they. kicked over her basket, took 
away her balanee and broke it, ‘The 
woman grew angry and tried to got 
back the balance, but being old, she 
fainted in the struggle, Bystanders 
fenine to her assistance, revived her 
with hot water, and took her part 
against the police, When she 
covered, she wont to the magistrat 
to complain. ‘Ho said that the police 
had no ight to take away” her 
balance, and that they should be 
punished for the injury she had 
Sustained.

of cities Mr. Hellssen had tived in 
makes the ordinary traveller “feet 
quite dizzy, But the man himself was 
full of inierest representing as he 
id the leading paper in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. 

‘We were under the Impression, 
somowhat foolishly, that quarrelling 
‘and dissension was very largely con- 
fined to theologians, but apparently 
that is not so. Newspapermen, 60 or 
‘7 of thom, when they get loxether, 
cor elrcumstances foree them tonether 
have all the weaknesses of politicians. 
‘Their mutual interest in each other's 
movements is not only keenly but 
‘carefully watched and to rush sud- 
‘only out of a club In which 40 other

‘The Manchoukuo force 
Felurned fire but was compelled to 
withdraw after about thirty minutes. 
‘The engagement started “at about 
oon on Sunday. Reinforcements 
were rushed from Helho and. the 
Manchoukuo military authorities 
contend that the Soviet vessels were

Further Incidents 
Heiho, June 25.

WUCHANG’S DRAGON 
* BOAT FESTIVAL 


Modern Version of Ancient 
Races Seen 
sree 0 am “rt, ne” 


‘The dragon boat races on East 
Lake, four miles outside of Wuchang, 
‘have’ for centuries beon the - most 
Important celebration of this festival 
In Central China, but the modern 
version under the direction ‘of. the 
Munielpality was an anomaly typleal 
‘of Chinese evolution. 

In place of the weed-covered shore 
which spectators formerly stood upon 
to watch the races, this year's 
‘audience found a sandy beach equip- 
ped with life guards for-swlmmers, 
a diving tower and many plenic 
fables, “A grandstand had been erect- 
ed, and a wedding band. provided 
music all day Jong, Hundreds. of 
small boats decorated with coloured 
‘fois were avallable for hire, 

‘The traditional races were hardly 
recognizable. According to. history 
books the dragon boat Is a long 
harrow craft resembling an American 
Indian war canoe, but its bow carried. 
@ large paper ‘dragon head. ‘The 
correct crew numbered twelve, ‘The 
only eouformity this year was in the 
size of the crew, 

Hua tze, the ordinary Chines 
rowboat, “about 20 In number, had 
Been rented for the day by the elty 
Government to be used in the races, 
‘Ten wooden paddles were provided 
In each boat, Inthe morning, ac- 
cording to custom, a few of the 
villages sent crows to compete 
against each other. ‘They were 
‘shabbily dressed farmers with sturdy 
backs, but though they showed brief 
‘examples of energy, they seemed far 
‘more Infent on a good time than on 
winning a prize, “Most races were 
about three-quarters of a mile long, 
which any former oarsman will admit 
Is a considerable strain on a person 
not in training. 

















Impromptu Races 

In the’ afternoon the celebration 
took on the alr of a ypleal governs 
ment. meeting. ‘The. boat” races 
consisted boy and irl 
scouts, student soldiers. the regular 
army, the police

of the day. 

soldiers stripped to the walst, and 
Using the chant of the earrlor coolles 
o keap thelr strokes in rhythm, they 
won by 30 or 40 lengths. 

‘The most modern sights at the 
afternoon races were the Ifequards 
in motor boats, Outboard motors 
were placed on ‘three small "cra 
which flew the Red Cross: lag.

clad in bathing sults. No casualties 
cecurred, so the efficiency of this 
precaution could not be sudged, 

‘Though the dragon boats did not 
have the traditional dragon. heads, 
the Idea of a coxswain beating | 
drum in the bow of the boat was 
carried over én many forms, ‘Two 
boats ad resurrected the ancient 
tums. A dozen more used a Kind of 
bbroom, which. the coxswain sitting 
in the bow waved up an down to 
direct the strokes, white the middle 
‘school students chose to use’ flags, 
which the coxswain waved trom 
side to side. 

Beside the races, various group 
‘games were organized on the beach, 
which accommodated about 8,000 pe 
ple" during the day. Only a ‘Cow 
hundred made use of the swimming 
facilities, whieh are not yet popular 
in Central China, All the ‘women 
were dressed In new summer cloth- 
ing, and they spent most of tholr 
time looking at the clothing on other 
women,

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FUKIEN OPIUM KING ARRESTED 


After Investigation by Hankow Officials: Ring Reported 
to Have Been Smashed-Up 


Fao Our Own: 


Amoy, June 17. 

‘The Opium King to whom was 
farmed the opium monopoly for the 
Province of Fuklen is sald to have 
bbeen arrested at Foochow. He lives 
Ina beautiful house In Amoy, beyond 
the Muntefpal area. Some time ago 
thls house was the scene of a tragedy. 
A git], whom he bought, looked after 
it as housekeeper. One might he re~ 
turned late and discovered — the 
gardener and the housekeeper asleep 
together. “He shot the girl dead, but 
the gardener eseaped with a wound, 
A’ number of other crimes are 
Altributed ‘to him, ‘but money has 
‘always allowed him to escape the 
net of justice, Last year, so it is sald, 
he was granted a licence to seli 
morphia, cocaine. and similar drugs 
from the ‘Monopoly Department of 
Foochow—be this as it may, the use 
‘and distribution of these drugs, dur- 
‘ng the past year, has risen through- 
Gut the provinces to a phenomenot 
degree, And this despite all apparent 
efforts by the Government to controt 
the business, 

‘Licensed oplum shops have been 
€ecreased and are supposed to d 
crease annually untit they disappear, 
but sales of opium and other drugs 
sUlll soar. “'Traffckers in cocaine and 
morphia and addicts have been 
In many places, but the drugs 
sold competitively with the less 
hharmful opium. Early this month at 
Chuangchow a man’ was shot for 
bringing in opium. On the same 
date’ a. sailing. vessel cleared trom 
‘Amoy for the interior, but she was 
held up at Chip Bee,’ because 
report that she carried opi 
other drugs. The vessel was s 
nothing was discovered, but another 
‘search was insisted upon and. this 
Mime a large quantity of contraband 
fay well ag a quantity of silver was 
found, ‘The men cn the vessel were 
arrested, eight in number, and a few 
days later the skipper of the vessel 
was shot, 

Rumour of Arrest 

‘The Oplum King before he lett 
Amoy for Foochow explained that he 
‘would certainly return before June 
12, On the 14th came a rumour that 
he had been arrested. His associates 
In “Amoy were struck dumb and 
franiie enquiries were made by tele- 
phone concerning him, but no 
‘Authentic information could be pro- 
cured. ‘The police said that he had 
not beon arrested but had probably 
isappeared because he was. afraid 
fo relurn to Amoy, “His business 
t Amoy, was deserted and the 
er crossed to Kulangsu to stay, 
private secretary was arrested 

y, stl 
ouring in to the office from 
‘outlying distriets to purchase opium, 
Dut the doors are closed, only a coolie 
or two. remain, and’ five police 
men guard the premises. In th 
Jolning elties subordinates have ran 
Away, taking all books and papers 
with them, and there, too, the police 
fare guarding the property. 

‘Two days ago a meeting was hel 
‘at the residence of the Opium King, 
‘of all connected locally with "the 
business. ‘The meeting extended far 
into the night and among those who 
spoke long and vehemently was a 
Japanese. "A great quantity of opium 
and drugs was Kept in this house, 
but no sooner had a decision been 
arrived at than the goods were re~ 
moved, along with correspondence, 
papers’ and books, to a safer place. 

Police Ransaek Premises 

On the following morning police 
visited the premises and ra 
bbut too Jate for everythi 
removed. Itis rumoured that the Opium 
King ond an official in the Opium 
Department of Foochow have worked 
together, hand in glove, in their 
‘own intorests, depriving the State of 
revenue. Tt’ was through the ine 
fluence of this offcfal that permission 
was granted, or winked at, for the 
sale of cocaine, morphia, heroine, and 
other drugs. ‘Complaints from ‘time 
to time were made to the Head of 
the Opium Department at Hankow 
‘and recently, so it is sald, this de- 
partment sent five officials to. in- 
vestigate and make a report. ‘These 
officiais found ample sustifeation for 
unfavourable report, which being 
forwarded to Foochow, caused m= 
mediate action to be taken, The prem- 
ses of the hong at Foochow were 
raided. and also another house, be- 
Jonging to a Formosan, with’ the 
Jargest oplum business In Foochow. 

‘As Novellsts Would Have It 

‘This house is lavishly decorated 
‘with ornamental panels, but behind 
the panelling are secret places for 
storing opium and drugs, To a 
stranger unaequainted with its secret, 
ital looks beautiful ‘and innocent. 
‘This house, too, is. the rendezvous 
of the heads of the trafle who gather- 
fed there for conferences and. con 
sultatfons.

A re- 
‘quest “has been received by the 
‘Ministry of Interior and. passed. on 
to the ‘Szechuen Provincial Govern- 
‘ment for a photograph of the old 
man, together with details of his life.

Chin was extremely grieved over the 
Protracted illness of his father ond, 
calling “to mind ‘an old Chinese 
Superstition, cut himself open with 
knife (so "the report goes) and 
“nigked” off a plece of his liver. 

‘This he prepared and gave to his 
father. “Apparently the dose was 
‘effective, for his father is said to have 
Fecovered soon afterwards. When 
this transpired, the headman of the 
village asked "the city government 
to broadeast the news of Chin's filial 
piety. 


Chengtu’s Japanese Consulate 

On June 14, Mr. Teng Ming-chieh, 
provincial government secretary, had 
‘an interview with the Japanese 
Consul “of Ichang, who flew to 
Chengtu for that’ purpose. The 
Japanese Consul, in his personal 
capacity, asked Mr. ‘Teng for his 
views ‘regarding the opening of a 
Japanese Consulate in Chengiu.. Mr. 
‘Teng’s reply was that this was. 9 
matter for the Ministry of Foreign 
‘Affairs and ‘that body ‘only; the 
Provincial authorities were in no 
position to say anything about it 

‘The income tax and its application 
{to foreigners is still in the forefront 
of the news. ‘The Chungking Cham- 
ber of Commerce, on June 15, sent 
a telegram to Nanking supporting the 
suggestion of the Shanghal General 
Chamber of Commerce that the col- 
lection of income tax should also be 
‘applied to foreigners in China. 
Neither of these bodies apparently 
take any notice of the fact that this 
problem is one which concerns only 
the Government and the Diplomatic 
Bodies of the various nationalities. 

‘At the same time, however, the 
Chungking Chamber has sent a peti- 
tion to the Ministry of Finance sug- 
esting that it be exempted from 
paying Income tax on funds deposited 
by one merchant with another. 

"The Chungking Pood Relief Asso- 
‘lation has ordered about 120,000 bags 
©f rice altogether trom Wuhu. So 
far, 30,000 bags have reached 
hhsien and Chungking, and a similar 
Smount has arrived in Ichang. The 
order for the remaining 60,000 bags 
has been cancelled by the Associa 
tion, as heavy rains have fallen i 
number of districts. The Associa 
Mion ‘expects to dissolve itself if 
weather ‘conditions improve.

Sianglan, Juno 17. 
Siangtan has become a modern city 
thin the last year and it has been 
rather interesting to. walch the 
changes that happened as a result of 
the coming of the Hunan-Kweichow 
Railway administration, Roads have 
been bullt, shop fronts renewed, en- 
larged and beautified, and many 
places have added materially to thelr 
‘kind ond quantity of goods. Rick- 
shaws have been repaired and 
Pneumatic yres are rapidly sup- 
planting the old hard rubber ones. 

‘The railway is making record pro- 
gress. It is reported that work trains 
will be running on from three to 
500 kilometres of road by the autumn, 
Work on the new bridge across the 
Siang River has been going on night

DEATH OF DR. THOS. 
GILLISON 


Oldest Foreign Missionary in| 
Hankow 


‘The death occurred at Hankow on 
‘June 22 of Dr. Thomas Gillison, one 
‘of the. best-known medical mission: 
‘aries in Central China, who spent 











58 years in China, 

Dr, Gillison who was ‘Hankow’s 
oldest foreign resident, was born tn 
Stirlingshire, Scotland, and trom 


Murchiston School he went to Edin~ 
burgh University where he graduated 
in medicine. He arrived in Honkow 
in 1882, when only 23 years of age. 
On the’ day that he landed at Han- 
kow, "the pioneer missionary, Dr. 
Gritith John, of the London Mission- 
ary Society fook him to see the dally 
reaching in a Chureh in the Chinese 
city, even before taking him to his 
home. He was thus early initiated 
into the aspect of the mission's work 
upon which the chief stress was to 
be lain, and to whieh all the various 
methods used contributed, Mr. Gillison 
Was always a medical evangelist, But 
that dla not mean unworthy medical 
work. Forly years ago his fame os 
a surgeon was known throughout 
Central China and for tk sick who 
came tor help he tolled without res 

‘From 1902 to 1918 he founded an 
tought im a small medical school in 
Hankow, which has had big results in 
the services rendered to China 
through the doctors trained in those 
days, Many Chinese doctors are in 
praciice today os a result of hie 
teaching and example. 


‘Transferred ‘To Tsinan 

When the Hankow Medical Schoo! 
was united with that at ‘Tsinan Dr. 
Gillison was transferred to that place 
where he remained for five years, 
mainly occupled in translation work. 
In 1023 he returned to Hankow where 
hhe continued his medical work with a 
short interval at Hwangpel, His 
‘medical work in Hankow is commem- 
grated in the: naming of the Men's 
department of the Union Hospital as 
the “Thomas Gillison Memorial." 

‘Always an acceptable preacher in 
Chinese and in English, the Church 
of Christ in China commemorated 
hls tty years of service in China by 
ordaining him to its ministry. His 
gifts ag a translator have recently 
‘been devoted to the preparation of an 
‘original work in Chinese on. the 
Parables of Our Lord, 

His family is a medical one. Of 
three surviving sons, all are doctors, 
‘one of whom ig at Hankow. His only 
surviving daughter is acting Matron 
of the Union Hospital, His high 
aense of duty to trlends and relati 
Is shown by the way in which he| 
tolled to write slowly by hand over 
three hundred letters in response to 
‘those received concerning the death 
of th late Mrs. Gillison last Novem- 
her, During this time, he kept up| 
the medical work amongst the poot

STRIKERS IN BATTLE WITH POLICE 


Tear Gas Used as Workers Throw Beer Bottles 
Dispersed After Long Siege 


‘Tear was bombs and empty beer 
bolties flew when Settlement  Pollee 
sought to break Into the Union 
Brewery in Tchang Road on June 22 
to eject about 200 strikers. Several 
policemen and strikers received 
minor injuries. 

‘Although broken beer bottles it 
tered the street and the factory com- 
pound, only two tear gas bombs wore 
tured by the police in disversing the 
strikers who occupied and controlled 
the entrance. ‘The rest walked out 
of the plant laler without doing any 
Jdamage {0 the machinery. A number: 
of windows were broken, however. 

COfMeials from the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Shanzhai City Govern. 
ment are to mediate the disoute be- 
tween the management and the strik~ 
ers The workers are demanding. 
‘among other things, a monthly bonus 
‘equivalent to four days’ exten pay. 

‘The strike began shortly afler 
10 am. afler the management had. 
asked the workers to remain peace- 
fully at their jobs. 


Fotice Rush Gs 

Police advice asking the strikers {0 
eave the plant having. failed, an 
allempt was made to rush the sates. 
Every time the police approached the 
entrance. they were greeted with beer 
bottles thrown against them by the 
sleikers,

POPULAR 


Record Numbers Going to 
Europe via Siberian Rly. 


Greater than ever before is the 
rush of passenger tram from Shang- 
hai and’ the Orient” in general to 
Europe and England via the trans- 
Siberian railway. Last year the 
travel agencies considered the traffic 
good, but this year the demand for 
‘Accommodation on the trans-Siberian 
youte is s0 heavy that it Is im~ 
possible to make bookings to leave 
In'less than three weeks. 

‘On June 22 a party of about sixty 
Heft Shanghai in the DKK. ss. 
Dairen Maru for Dairen on ‘their 
way to Europe via Siberia and only 
last Saturday another large party 
set out on the same route. The 
dangers of travel through areas of 
tense International feeling in the 
north, the conditions in Russia and 
turbulence of the Polish border are 
apparently unable to frighten away 
the passenger trame, 

‘The same people are making the 
trip year after year via Siberia and 
when ‘they return to Shanghat they 
{oll thor friends about the journey 
with the result that the rolling ball 
of passenger trae is growing in 
size and confidence. 


‘The business of gelting from 
Shanghai to. Manchuli is relatively 
simple at any time, there being 
‘ample accommodation in ships. to 
Dairen and from Dairen to Manchuli 
by tain. Most of the passengers on 
the route follow this course to Man- 
chuli, It requires two days of sea 
travel to reach Dairen and a day- 
‘and-a-half of actual travelling time 
to reach Manchuli from Dairen, 
Dimeulty at Manchuti 

‘The dificult Ves in gotting a 
commodation at Manchuli for the 
remainder of the journey, requiring 
seven days to the Polish Border and 
‘another twenty hours to Berlin. 
Only a limited number of first and 
second elas. compartments are 
‘available on the trains leaving Man~ 
hull and reservations these days 
‘must be made well in advance. 

Berlin is the station at which the 
majority of parties break up on the 
westward journey, although some 
parties continue In a group all the 
Wway to London ab times, 

Every year it is in the present 
season wien the inquiries about and 
bookings for travel across Siberia 
‘are heaviest. ‘The other seasons of 
the year are relatively dull, but it

‘Thon he spoke of what the country 
expected of every citizen in its vfforts 
towards rejuvenation and reconstruc- 
tion and what the graduates owed to 
the. nation, 

Mr. 0. K. Yui spoke on public 
mindedness and the need to work for 
the people, not only for oneself, He 
impressed on the graduates the great 
privilege that was theirs In securing 
higher education, sinee in large com= 
munities, the percentage of those able 
to avail’ themselves of such advant- 
‘ages was very small. He thus urged 
them to make the fullest use of their 
knowledge, 





UNIVERSITY OF SHANGHAI 


‘The 25th commencement exercises 
of the University of Shanghal were 
held on June 26, when 272 stu 
Gents from the colleges, the down- 
fown school, the middle’ school, and 
the social centre schools reopived 
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their diplomas and _ certificates. 
Among the 130 college graduates, the 
largest graduating class, were 55 
women. 

‘The “academic procession, which 
formed in front of the University 
Library ‘consisted of members. of 
the faculty, administrative officers, 
members of the Board of Directors, 
‘alumni, and distinguished guests. 

‘After the usual patriotic ceremony, 
the Rev. ¥. C. Ching of the North 
Gate, Baptist Chureh offered the in- 
vocation. 

‘The President, Dr. H.C. E, Liu, 
reported the progress of the univer 
sity during the past year, and thank- 
‘ed the donors for the new auditorium 
fand chapel, 


Dulles to Country 

General Chang Chun, former 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, spoke 
on “The Responsibility of a ‘Modern 
‘Youth Toward His” Country and 
Society.” He commented on the 
work of the university and advised 
the students to assume responsibility 
for the reconstruction of China and 
the world, 

"Attor the President's charge to the 
graduates, the diplomas and certin- 
eates were given.

Five-Yean Railway Plan 

In his speech, Mr. Yen reiterated 
the Ministry of Railways’ five-year 
plan fo build a total of 1,600 kilo~ 
otres of railways in each year. ‘The 
success of the programme for the 
‘first year was assured with the open= 
ing in November of the | Shanghal- 
Canton Railway. He sald he gave 
this information to the graduates for 
the purpose of showing them that 
with determined and untiring efforts, 
fone could achieve the most difult 
objectives. “Me urged the students 
not to hope to become great officals, 
Dut to give great service to theit 
employers. China needed men who 
could serve her loyally and faith- 
fully, he said. 

Before conclusion, Mr. Yen asked 
the students not to be suspicious and 
apprehensive of the Executive Yuan's 
recent order to place all universities 
teaching technical subjects under the 
administration of the Ministry of 
Education, He sald the relation 
between the Ministry of Railways and 
the Chiao-tung University would not 
bbe severed in’ that a special com- 
mittee would bo organized with men 
from both ministries to look after 
‘the institution, 

Mr. O. KK. Yul offered hearty con- 
gratulations to the graduates. He 
then explained the meaning of com- 
mencement. Once in society, the 
Graduates should expect all kinds of 
Obstacles “and difeulties. Many a 
well-educated: man, who entertained 
great hopes atler leaving his school, 
often became disappointed and even 
pessimistic after encountering set~ 
backs in his work. Only those who 
could carry on even in face of trials 
and teibulations could reach their 
eal

One should love and 
work for one’s country as much as

the country. 
President's Réport 

According to Dr. J. Usang Ly, the 
Institution made good progress _ in 
the maintenance of discipline, ofder 
‘and the improvement in sanitation 
and educational measures. ‘This was 
‘much due to the promotion of the 
new life movement and military 
training, as well as the concerted 
‘efforts of the faculty. 

During the past year, 697 students, 
Including 28 girls, enrolled with the 
institution in Shanghai, 206 with the 
‘Tangshan College, and’ 160 with the 
Pelping College, the total being 1,065. 

‘Continuing, Dr. Ly spoke of the 
‘construction in the institution. Sev. 
‘eral new laboratories were completed 
fand the foundation stone of the 
engineering laboratory was laid a 
few days ago. 

The Board of Directors of the 
British Boxer Indemnity Funds 
ranted $20,000 to the institution for 
the purchase of equipment. In addi- 
tlon, several friends of the institu 
tion contribuled scholarship funds 
to the school. 

‘Military training was rigidly en- 
forced in the school. Not only stu- 
dents had to undergo drills, servants 
were also receiving such ' training. 
‘Already over 10 school servants had 
fraduated from the miliary traning 
lass, 








NAT, MEDICAL COLLEGE 


Sixteen medicos were conferred the 
doctoral degree and 29 nurses 
awarded the N.A.C. diplomas at an 
Impressive ceremony attended by over 
600 people and taken place in the| 
recently completed auditorium of the| 
National Medical Colloge of Shanghai, 
Feng Ling Chiao, on June 19. 

‘The commencement exercises were 
presided over by. Dr. F.C. Yen, 
Director and Executive Secretary of 
the Shanghai Medical Center, who, 
following the usual Kuomintang 
rites; made an opening speech in 
which the spirit of research and 
service was stressed. Mr. Ho Bing 
sung, representing Mr. Wang Shih- 
Chih, the Minister of Education, gave 
the commencement address in which 
he stressed upon the need of medical 
care in the yeneral population of 
China, especially those in the rural 
districls and the tremendous future 
fm the pharmaceutical researches in 
Chinese drugs. Further encourage- 
‘ment and advice were given to the 
graduates by Dr. T. A. Li, Health 
Commissioner of ‘the Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai. “Mrs. W. S. New, 
wife of the late Dr. W. S. New and 
Dr, Sung Kwel-Fong, director of the 
‘Medical Legal Institute at Tseng-Ju. 

Several prizes were awarded. Dr. 
Hwu Yeong-fen, one of the two girls 
in. the class, was the winner of a 
medal for scholarship and Dr. Chern 
Jenn-min wrote the best graduation 
thesis, entitled “The Incidence and 
Clinical Correlation of ‘Types of, 
Corynebacterium Diphtheria in, 
Shanghai.”

“In my bumble opinion, all the 
local unrest in’ Uhe Sikh community 
fg due to our illiteracy,” said Mewa 
Singh Talib, headmaster of the 
Majha Sikh Police School, 673 Dalny 
Road, in the course of an address at 
the school’s first annual sports and 
distribution of prizes on June 20, A 
large crowd gathered at the Hongkew 
Park to Watch the various track and 
eld events, and at $30 p.m. Mr. W. E. 
Fairbairn, “Assistant Commissioner in 
[charge of Sikhs, distributed the prizes. 

Directing his address in particular 
to Mr, Fairbairn, the headmaster said 
that there was really little need for 
kim to introduce the guest of honour 
fo those present. Mr. Fairbairn had 
‘been concerned with many things— 
the Reserve Unit, the Chinese band 
of the SMP, the manufacture of 
[special steel "vests, and so on—but 
despite this pressure of work had 
very Kindly taken on the extra duties 
lof president of the school, 

On behalf of the whole of the Sikh 
Jcommunity, he asked Mr. Fairbairn 
to favourably consider the “good 
Jcause of education for the coming 
generation of Indions here.” The 
Toca! unrest in the Sikh community 
was, he felt, due to the general 
illiteracy which prevailed and which 
‘was proving their worst - enemy,

TL was next to impossible for tI 
to place thelr sons in schools for 
foreign boys, and present elrcum- 
stances required the affiliation of the 
Jschool with the Public School for 
Boys, He asked Mr. Fairbairn to do 
all he could for them,

Jease. “There is no reason why we 
should not solve them in the same 
manner, and I may put this sugges- 
tion before educational authorities in| 
India in due course”,

ry in two days by alr mail, Instead,

SHIP LAUNCHED 


New Vessel for Yangtze 
River Service 


Amid the thunderous reports and 
crackles of fire crackers, the ss. 
Chin Kiang slid into the Whangpoo 
River on June 26° from the slip- 
way at the Kiangnan Doek, in the 
pretence of a large crowd of officials 
fof the company and thelr guests. 
‘The Chin Kiang, latest vessel of the 
China Merchants Steam Navigation 
Company, is expected to be com- 
pleted within two months. 

“Appropriate speechs were made by 
directors of the company, dockyard 
‘and guests, and the visitors who filled 
the speciai stand erected at the head 
of the shipway burst Into the cheers, 
which were more than echoed by the 
large crowd of Iabourers and their 
friends, when ttle Miss Choy. 
daughter of Mr. J. K. Chop, general 
‘manager of China Merchanis, broke 
fa boitle over the bow of the ship and 
oMieially named her Chin Kiang. 
The guests included a large number 
of foreign shipping men and naval 
‘and government, offcials, inetuding 
Mr. Willlam Kirkpatrick, special re= 
presentative of the British Gover 
ment’s Export Credits Guarantee 
Department. 

‘Attor sliding from the well-greased 
slipway, the Chin Kiang was taken in 
hand by two Klangnan Dock tugs and 
towed down-river a little way to her 
new berth alongside the Kiangnan 
Dock “wharf. At the moment, of 
course, only her hull has been com: 
pleted, the superstructure being stil 
in the skeleton stage. 

‘When she is completed in about 
two months’ time, she will be a 600 
tons net passenger steamer, 221 feet 
Tong, and eapable of doing' 16 knots. 
The’ “hull is painted in the 
familiar China Merchants’ yellow, and 
she Js expected to be placed on the 
company’s Yangtze River service 
from Shanghai

In October, 1094, the 
Greater Shanghai City Trust. were 
authorized by” the Shanghai City 
Government to undertake the fleane- 
ing and. building up of this enter- 
prise. 

Work Begun In 1935, 

Construction began in, September, 
1085. Messrs. C. Luthy & Co, S. Ax 
designed the plant. and it is pointed 
‘out that the utmost. care has been 
taken from the hygienic as well as 
economic point of view. It is not 
‘omy a most up-to-date’ waterworks 
fas far as equipment is concerned, but 
many ‘unique features have been 
Introduced to sult Ioeal conditions. 

‘Three million gallons a day will be 
the net output of the plant, and if 
necessary the “amount may be in- 
ereased to 3,600,000 gallons for peak 
output during ‘summer days. at a 
moment's “notice, Further develop- 
‘ments will enable the plant to supply 
‘aS mlich as 8,000,000 gallons a day. 

‘The plant occupies ten mow of land. 
‘The present site was selected be- 
cause, besides being the centre of 
Potting, at this point the dopth of 
the river swt supply large quanti- 
‘es of water fece from accumulated 
decaying matter.

The 
onstrucled undergrour 
enclosed in reinforced concrete, with 
fitteen ventilators on the top, that 
pure water can be preserved ab- 
solutely free from impurities, ‘The 
elevated tank Is used to das 

the accumulated sand in the rapid 
filter and to furnish the water supply 
for private use. 

‘There are two pumps at the raw 
water intake and ‘two in the clear 
water pump house. All the pumps

pipe, special equipment to prevent 
the entering of fish and gravel has 
been installed.

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LIVE SEA HORSES IN 
SHANGHAI 


First Batch of Ten Arrive in 
Scharnhorst 


‘Tholr nostrils almost snorting with 
pride, a rollicking trio of live sea- 
horses “greeted a" North- China 
Herald” reporter with a flourish. of 
their tails in a_pet store situated in 
Bubbling Well Road on June 22. They 
were part of the firet batch of ten 
live sea-horses which arrived at the 
store a few days ago. ‘They are be- 
Tieved to be the first live sea-horses 
over to reach the Far East. Until a 
few months ago, it was not known 
what these strange creatures of the 
sea, found in the coral reefs in the 
Pacific, lived on, A. keen aquarist 
in the’ United Staies then found that 
their dict was microbes, a small 
fish known as a “guppy,” ‘and other 
‘Aiminutive inhabitants of the sea. 

‘Three attempts have been mode 
fo import this strange commodity 
into China, ‘The first was made two 
months ago, special tanke and pump- 
ing apparatus having been provided 
by the store fo the vessel which was 
fo make the precarious attempt, 
Both “the first and second attempts 
were failures however, but on this 
the third attempt the whole bateh of 
ten were as much alive and kleking 
at the end of the journey as when 
thoy loft thelr familiar Pacific haunts, 
‘They are selling for no. less” than 
$50 aplece—and four out of the ten 
have been carried away by trlumph- 
‘ant purchasers within a week. 


New Shanghal Craze 

A_crazo for keeping tropical fsh 
is gradually sweeping across Shang 
hal’ with the foree of an epidemic, 
This is especially among the Chinese 
community, who love to. ieeep the 
strange fish, “some with the “most 
gorgeous colourings, | which Alt. in 
fand out of coral ‘reefs and sparkle 
In the blue waters of the Paci, 
‘Along with the ten sea-horses, which 
arrived In special tanks fitted’ to the 
ss. Scharnhorst a week ago, travelled 
fa selection of blue” Xing-fish, sen 
‘dragons, clown fish, puffer fish and 
unicorn’ Ash, 

‘The blue king-fish, also an inhabit 
fant of the coral reefs, isa most 
beautiful creature" with exquisite 
colouring. This particular type of 
fish costs $60 each. The sea dragon 
resembles the sea horse as far ai 
His head is concerned, the remainder 
of its body belng wormeshaped. ‘The 
clown fish is gaily coloured in the 
familiar colours of a clown's costume, 

‘The puffer sh is most extras 
ordinary, Its habit is to. swell to 
several times its normal size on the 
approach of an enemy. The larger 
Aish, who hopes to swallow his prey 
ft one ulp, has several attempts 
before he "discovers that it is too 
large to enter his jaws. The fish 
diminishes to its normal size when 
the danger of being swallowed is 
past. Keepers of this fish may 
Obtain the unusual delight of holding 
‘them, and watching thelr strange 
transformation, 

‘The unicorn fish has a single horn 
‘on the end of its snout in the same 
style as, the mythieal four-footed 
east. from which It takes ite name, 
All of these fish 




















in thelr natural surroundings. But 
outshining them in the beauly of 
{ts colouring is the neon tetra Ash, 
algo. on its first visit to the Orient, 
which is a fresh-water fsh found in 
South “America, ‘These fish were 
Giscovered only a short time ago by 
1 French explorer. 

‘He was so intrigued by the tiny 
creatures, less than an inch tong, 
with thelr colouring of red and blue 
that he organized an expedition to 
bring back more specimens for eagor 
aquarists on the continent, ‘The ox- 
pedition crossed the wAtlaniie by the 
Hindenburg, and the — specimens 
which they “brought back were 
quickly sold in all European coun- 
tries, "Three pairs of these Ash, 
named after ‘the’ sparkling neon 
lights because of thelr beautiful 
colouring, were sent out to China. 
One pair died en route, one has been 
sold—and one is left, ‘

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ENORMOUS FORTUNE 
IN SOUTH 


Over $60,000,000 Sent to 
Kuangtung 


A. consignment of legal tender 
notes, estimated at between $60,000,000 
to. $70,000,000, was despatched to 
Canton’ on June 24 by the Chinese 
authorities to replace Kwangtung’s 
small currency notes. 

‘Tho ‘Customs ‘cruiser Lien Hsing 
carried this enormous fortune to the 
south, The vessel, heavily armed, 
eft the Customs jeity before 3 p.m. 

‘Over 200 wooden cases containing 
the’ notes. in’ different. denominations 
were loaded on to the cruiser. The 
‘eases were taken from the vaults of 
the Bank of China and the Central 
Bank. At the jetty, all the fron 
grilles were closed and guarded by 
armed River Polle 

‘Shut off by the huge Customs shed 
‘on the Bund, the sight of the loading 
fetivities attracted little attention 
from pedestrians. A small gang. of 
workers completed the task smoothly 
In, several hours. 

"The monetary cargo is believed to 
bbe the bigest ever carried away 
from Shanghai in a single trip. ‘The 
same erulser has transferred large 
‘quantities of silver and notes to and 
from Shanghai following the Govern 
‘ment adoption of the new currency 
system, 

‘Measures for the retirement of the 
amall currency notes in Kwangtung 
were announced by Mr, T. V. Soong. 
Chairman of the Bank’ of China, on 
June 20 In Canton. ‘The tot 
‘amount to be converted into Jegal 
(ender notes 1s $397,049,000, the ratio 
being $144 Kwangtung small currency 
notes to $100. national currency. 

"A period of six months, beginning 
from'June 21 and ending ‘on Decem= 
‘ber 31 this year, has been set for the 
exchange of the notes. Before the 
entire withdrawal of the small coin 
notes, which were issued by the 
Kwangtung Provinelal Bank and the 
Canton Municipal Bank, a pro- 
portionate reserve for these notes 
Will be maintained by the Kwangtung 
branch of the Currency Reserve 
Board,

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SPEECH IN BASIC 
ENGLISH 


Mr. Woodhead Talks Before 
Shanghai Rotary Club 


“I have the feeling that a number 
fof those who have been hearing my 
talk are unconscious that it has been 
given In Basie English only", said 
ir. H, G. W. Woodhead in the course 
of ‘a ialk on Basie English to mem- 
[Bers of the Shanghai Rotary Club at 
the Metropole Hotel on June 24. Put- 
ing aside Esperanto as an unnatural 
tongue, Mr. Woodhead. sald that for 
an international language to. make 
uch headway, it must be based on 
Ja living tongue. Of European 
languages, English was undoubtedly 
the one in widest use, but because of 
its complexity. its use as an inter~ 
fuational language depended upon 
Himiting the number of words, and 
jespeciaily verbs. 

‘A. short {ime ago a group of men 
of letters at Cambridge made an at- 
tempt to limit English to the smallest 
number of words necessary for every= 
Jday use in talking and writing, The 
Jouicome was the invention of the 
[system named “Basle English", And 
the suggestion was now made that 
In this system lay a discovery which 
‘might be made use of for intérnation- 
al purposes. ‘The number of words 
in Basie English was limited to 850, 
Im addition to special lists for sciences 
and other branches of learning, 

Basie English was an attempt (0 
lve everyone a knowledge of English 
that would take up as little of the 
learner's time as possible By the 
system in use, 650" English words 
might be made to do the work of 
Jno Jess than 20,000, “Disembark,” for 
Instance, translated into Basic English 
would be “get off the ship, 
“ditieult” would be “hard” 


No Verbs 


In addition to the basic. words 
‘themscives the learner is given at the 
start about 90 words now so common 
jn all Janguages that they might. be 
freely used for any purpose. The 
Chief secret of the limiting of words 
Jn Basie was that there” were no 
verbs. ‘Their’ place is taken by what 
fare named. operators’ sixteen in 
number. 

What’ the ordinary person would 
@eseribe as nouns were put into the 
division of "things", of which 400 
were grouped as general, and 200 as 
picturable.. Most adjectives were 
Tisted as qualities, of whieh 100 were 
beneral and 50 Wore opposites 

The teaching “of Basle English 
might be done in the normal way in 
schools, or by the use of special 
ramophone records. 1. was held 
that a week or two with the rules 
Jand the special gramophone records 
‘would ive a complete knowledge of 
the system of reading or writing. 
This wag clearly a yreat step forward 
ia the invention of y language for 
international use. The learner of 
Rosie English, however, did not come 
fe a stop when he had acquired a 
knowledge ‘of the world "list and 
rules, ‘These were but the door to 
fa fuller knowledge of the English 
tongue, 

‘A Basic diétionary in which tere 
were 7.500 of the commonest English 
words made it''simple to get the 
Senso. of Basie ‘of most’ words in 
everyday. use. Even a learney whose 
knowledge was Umited to Basie would 
have no trouble in getting the sense 
of ordinary simple English.

CO-OPERATION NEED 
EMPHASIZED 


Public an Important Factor 
in Health Work 










Shanghai is 
of the summer whieh from a het 
standpoint is the most critical, but 
the attitude of the public is an im- 
portant factor in ‘minimizing the 
potential dangers of the season. 
Shanghai residents are rather too 
prone to depend. entirely on the 
authorities to prevent | summer 
diseases, whereas, by intelligent co- 
‘operation, they ean really do a lot to 
safeguard thelr own health and that 
fof their neighbours—and with tittle 
effort. 

It Is because the Health Department 
patently cannot go everywhere in 
Shanghai and the outside roads area 
fo make preventive work 100 per 
cont. effective that Dr. J. H. Jordan, 
Commissioner of Health in the Inter= 
national Settlement, on June 25 sound- 
ed a friendly warning about measures 
to control” malaria, amobie and, 
bacillary dysentery and other seasonal 
maladies, Dr. Jordan sailed for 
Home on long’ leave in the ss. 
Empress of Asia on June 27, 
‘and would like that everything 
be done during ‘absence to 
keep the Settlement and other areas 
‘as free from disease as possible. 

‘Thore are two types of cholera 
‘epidemic under which Shanghai may 
‘suffer, but at this time it is possible 
to say that the danger of only one 
hhas been passed. the Health Com- 
missioner stated. One must wait 
about two weeks before one ean gain 
‘anything like a definite idea about 
the other form. In the past. few 
years this city has been remarkably 
free from cholera altogether. 

"The malaria situation does not offer 
‘pleasing prospect, as in the last few 
years there hasbeen a gradual 
Increase in the frcidence of this 
disease year by year. It is for this 
reason that the flying squads of the 
Health Department are now in the 
midst of a campaign to spray the 
humerous breeding-places of the 
anopheline mosquito. ‘The public can 
co-operate by spraying, swatting 
‘mosquitos, properly screening their 
houses, and exercising care on outings 
that last into the evening. It is 
pointed out that there is a trond 
amongst Shanghallanders to move 
farther west than the Health Depart 
ment squads can- follow. ‘Therefore 
they should do son.cthing to protect 

‘AS regards the danger from 
dysentery, the public can co-operate 
by refusing to buy food and drinks. 
from unreliable dealers. It is 
especially necessary every summer, to 
warn the Chinese population against 
obtaining cheap summer drinks from 
hawkers who are not properly 
licensed and supervised. Hot weather 
never fails to bring out such hawkers 
in numbers too large for the auth- 
orities to deal with effectively, hence 
great care should be exercised by the 
consuming public in buying squashes 
and other cooled drinks. Foods not 
properly kept, of course, constitute 
‘another danger to health.

At the close of the year you will 
notice that there was a eredit balance 
with Hongkong & Shanghai Bank of 
$7,804.00 a5 compared with a balance 
‘at $0,709.73 at the end of the previous 
year. Subscriptions collected are 
‘$160 tess than’ 1995. Our expenditure 
‘was less by $2108 and was kept as 
Tow as possible. Although the ac~ 
counts show an increased credit 
balance this has been considerably 
reduced since the accounts were 
‘losed owing to certain expenses in 
eonnestion with the preparation of 
‘petition pertaining to property law 
sent in to the Ministers of the Na~ 
tional Government of the Republic 
of China and to other work In this 
Connection of which I will inform 
you presently. 

T will take this opportunity to 
apologize on behalf of the committee 
for the delay in holding this meeting 
‘Dut your committee have been so 
oecupled with various matters per- 
Urning to the Association's interests 
that the delay was unavoidable.

Rights of Me 


Although certain Instructions in 
the past have been given tending to 
more effective enforcement of the 
vights of | mortgagees, these have 
been’ nullified by the permission 
Granted to the debtor to protest 
Dqainst such expeditious handling of 
the mortgagee's claim. 

‘Most of you who have studied the 
progress of this city or have been 
here for any length of time realize 
that the rapid growth of Shanghai 
hhas been due in a reat measure to 
the liquidity of and the excellent 
security available in the form of real 
estate to financiers. During a period 
of prosperity there is seldom if ever 
the necessity to resort to litigation 
for the enforcement of the land: 
lerds' or mortgagees’ rights but un- 
fortunately the recent depression 
has made it necessary to test the 
machinery of the law, ond it wos 
then found to be highly unsatistace 
tory, resulting In serious damay 
{the ‘status of securities upon 
‘Shanghai, 

Tt cannot be denied that inilated 
values had a very detrimental effect 
‘on the real estate market but matters 
would have readjusted themselves 
more fairly had the judicial system 
not undermined the “confidence of 
Investors. 

Your committee decided, therefore, 
that it would be serving the best in- 
forests of the association and the 
‘community at large if it concentrated 
its efforts on bringing about an im= 
provement, if at all possible, in the 
Impasse caused by the present ap- 
plication and administration of the 
Taw. of landlord’ and tenant and 
‘mortgage law. 

Application of Law Faulty 

After lengthy study of the problem 
with the assistance of our legal ad- 
visors your committee have come to 
the conelusion that it is,not so much 
the lezal code which is at fault for, 
with Feasonable interpretation, the 
low, gives every facility to’ the 
mortgagee or Jandlord ‘to obtain 
fairly expeditious justice but the ap- 
plication and administration of this 
Jaw and that urgently requires im- 
provement, your committee have 
been striving towards this end. 

‘A. special Committee was appointed 
at the end of last year to go very 
fully into the question and eon 
siderable matter was gathered with 
the object’ of presenting a petition 
to the Chinese Government ‘setting 
‘out the situation and making a ples 
for such steps to be taken as would 
ameliorate matters. 

During this work your Committee 
noticed in the press that the question 
‘of mortgage law and the law of the 
Jondlord and tenant had been 
brought up in the House of Commons 
and the British Foreign Minister 
had intimated that he was waiting 
for information on the subject from 
the HM. Ambassador to China. Your 
‘committee. therefore took the opport- 
unity of placing all the facts at their 














disposal before the British Ambas- 
sador when he passed through Shang- 
Ihat quite recently. 

Petition to Government 

Since then your committee have 
presented the facts in the form of a 
petition to the following departments 
ef the National Government of the 
Republic of China—the Executive 
‘Yuan, the Judicial and Administra 
five "Yuans and the Ministers. of 
Finance, Industries and Foreign. At- 

Copies of this petition have been 
sent to the Consular Body, the Shang- 
al and French Municipal Councils, 
the General Chamber of Commerce 
‘and. other interested bodies in. the 
hope that, after perusing the petition, 
they would see ft to lend the weight 
of their support to our plea for the 
remedy of a state of affwirs, and 
which if effected, would redound. to 
the beneft of alt soctions of this 
community. 

About a ‘year ago your committee 
heard that” the French Municipal 
Couneil were contemplating a redue~ 
tion of assessment values and after 
serious. consideration of the matter 
we decided that we would be serving 
your interests best, by endeavourin, 
to elect a postponement of the pro- 
posed decrease In assessments owing 
{o the critical condition of the real 
estate market. A sub-committee con- 
sequently called on the Direetor-Gen- 
‘eral of the French Municipal Couneit 
fand explained our views apparently 
with satisfactory recults. 

Land Tax Collections Dimeult 


In the course of the year it became 
very apparent, owing to the de- 
Dressed conditions then existing, that 
registered owners of land in. Sbang- 
hal were experiencing great difficulty 
in the collection of Municipal Land 
Tox. Tt was agreed that a sub- 
committee should be formed ‘to ap- 
proach the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil to discuss ways and means of 
meeting the situation. ‘The Couneit 
took a very reasonable view of the 
position and offered its assistance in 
‘every way possible but it must be 
realized that the Council will not 
ive Its assistance unless registered 
Owners frst carry out their obliga. 
tions to the best of their ability. I 
‘must add here that the French Munt- 
cipal Couneil has always been ready 
{to give similar assistance, 
Discussions have taken place be- 
tween your committee and the 
Shanghai Waterworks Co. regarding 
the burden caused to owners of 
Chinese house property by being 
called upon to pay more for water 
urder the present meter than under 
the old system based on rentals. 
While your committee agree with 
the principle of metering to mini- 
mize waste, they feel that the onus 
of waste prevention lies with the 
tenant rather than the ‘property 
‘owner. Owing to the considerable 
deposit required from property 
‘owners to cover the initial cost of an

Russians appear in court, there are 
Fobberies, mostly: minor ones, which 
aro born of want, In short, the 
crimes which woilld be committed 
by professional criminals are very 
rare’ in the Russian colony. 

‘There is yet another form of 
offence, typical of Shanghal: the ec~ 
eusation of desorling the family. 
‘There are some men who think that 
when they arrive ut such a big and 
heterogeneous city as Shanghai, it ts 
not a very hard matter to tea 
wives, and even children, to their 
own ‘destiny. Chinese authorities 
usually display much gentlemantiness 
fn cases of this sort, Local laws deal 
very sternly with such people, and 
there have even. been cases when 
alimony. was exacted for ordinary 
cohabitation. Tt sometimes occurs 
that a person puls some woman into 
his passport as his ‘wife—it only for 
‘cenvenience in travel. On arriving. 
at Shanghai this fetitious husband 
naturally prepares to plan his life 
fag he sees ft—and here it is that his 
Preudo wife makes him answer for 
hhis indiseretion. But such cases are 
rare, 


Church Holiday 

Last week Russian churches cele 
brated the holiday of the Holy Trinity 
‘and the Holy Spirit. This falls on 
the 8th week—or 50th day—atter the 
resurrection of Our Lord, On this 
Gay the Orthodox Church’ recalls all 
the deceased Orthodox | Christians, 
‘and prays specially for those who 
ied suddenly, without absolution. 
‘The chief feature of this holiday is 
that in the morning, after mass, 
vespers are at once held; and. the 
priest, on his knees at the door of 
the sanctuary, three times utlers the 
prayers of St Basil the Great. On 
this day it is the Russian custom to 
decorate churches and houses with 
flowers: there are flowers on walls.

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WOMAN LOSES LIFE 
IN MORNING FIRE 


Stampede Follows Outbreak 
in Crowded House 


A Chinese woman lost her life, two 
persons received burns and injuries 
‘and another fainted from fright as a 
result of a fire which broke out In a 
crowded house at No. 11, Lane 453, 
‘off ‘Tonquin Road, near Markham 
Road at 845 am. on June 22. The 
house was gutied and a neighbouring 
structure ‘was damaged. 

Spreading with great rapidity, the 
blaze, which originated from aback 
room on the ground floor, was not 
discovered until it had gained con- 
siderable headway. With fire shool- 
ing up to the ceiling and the stair- 
case enveloped in smoke, panic~ 
stricken occupants on the floor imme- 
diately above struggled f6r their 
escape. 

Chu King-sze, woman. who resided 
in a back room received serious 
burns ‘on the face and body 
when she was rescued” by fire- 
men. Another woman who lived in 
4a separate room was also burnt in 
the arm and face. In confusion, 
Chinese policeman living in a front 
room on the top floor jumped to the 
pavement from his window. His wife 
Succeeded in escaping from the stair- 
ease but collapsed when she reached 
‘a place of safety. 

About three hours, after her ad~ 
mittance to hospital, the first woman 
died of burns. The other two women 
were discharged from hospital later, 
while the policeman, who was 
attached to Bubbling’ Well Police 
Station, was detained at the Police 
Hospital late with injuries in the leg. 

While the cause of the blaze 
could “not be ascertained, it was 
Yeported. that bedding and ‘other in- 
flammable materials on the ground 
floor were ignited at the time when 
the occupant was out on business, 
thereby allowing the fire to spread 
unchecked until it was too late, 

Firemen remained for more’ than 
40 minutes, when the blaze was ex-

ONE KILLED, SEVEN 
INJURED IN FIRE 


Oil Manufacturing Factory 
in Chapei Damaged 


‘One man was burnt to death and 
seven. others received burns, when 
fa fire broke out in the Yue! Chong 
fll manufseturing factory, 1537 Chiao 
Tung Road, Chapel, shortly after 9 
am. on June 23. A group of straw 
hhuls behind the plant were razed, 

Chinese Police investigating the 
outbreak held the theory that one 
ff the huge pots for boliing oft had 
‘Geen over-heated, ‘resulting in an 
explosion, setting fire to the factory. 
The worker, Yen Lih-chang, burnt in 
the face and body, died shortly after 
lodmitiance to hospital. Seven others, 
who were also close to the stove, 
received serious burns, 

‘The outbreak caused considerable 
Jconfusion in the factory, the workers 
fescaping in all directions. Flames 
spread rapidly, igniting a row of 
Straw huts immediately behind the 
factory. 

‘When Chapel firemen rushed to the 
scene, the fire had burnt through the 
roof of the factory, @ one-storey Chi- 
nese style structure, In view of the 
seriousness of the outbreak, additional 
/machines were called to the scene, 

With one party of firemen attend~ 
{ing to the fire at the factory, another 
party tackled the flames which were 
Consuming straw huts. Additional 
Chapel policemen 
to maintain ord 
tors in line and preventing occupants 
lef the affected huts from interfering 
‘with the work of the firemen, 

Firemen remained 6n the scene for 
more than two hours. ‘The factory 
was badly damaged, while scores of 
poor people were réndered homeless.

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HEALTH REPORT FOR MAY 


In his report to the Shanghai Munl- 
cipal Couneil for May the Commis 
sloner of Publie Health states that 
both foreign and Chinese death-rates 
were about the normal average and 
call for no particular comment. 

‘Smallpox in sporadic] 
form and warranted continuance of 
free vaccination in the various 
Branch Health Omeces where alto- 
ether 21,320 persons were vaccinated 
—an exceptionally good result con 
Sidering the advanced season. As a 
general rule, the Department does 
‘ot favour smallpox vaccination dt 
ing warm weather when skin con 
tamination is more likely to occur 
‘and successful takes are fewer. But 
In view of the poor weather during 
the “All Flowers" day and the above 
mentioned persistence of smallpox it 
was decided to make an exception 
this, year. 

‘The outbreak of cerebrospinal fever 
reported last month declined. appre- 
clably. 
piAtt-cholera work commenced on

Foreign Deaths—Among the for 
eign residents deaths totalled 47, of 
which 74 per cent. were non-Chinese 
Aslaties; the death-rate was 14.10 per 
‘mille compared with 1345 per mille 
in May 1936. ‘The major causes of 
death were tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
diseases of the heart, and cerebral 
haemorrhage. 

Communicable Diseases 

The death-rate for communicable 
diseases was 332 per mille compared 
with 581 last May. 

Chinese Deaths—The death-rate of 
1496 per mille compares favourably 
with last month and the correspond 
ing month last year, indicating de- 
creases of .73 and 145 per mille re- 
spectively. “‘The major’ causes of 
death were tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
‘measles, and typhoid fevers. Of the 
{otal of 170 death, “SI par ‘cent. 
‘were returned as exposed corpses, 

‘The death rate for communieable| 
diseases was 220 per mille compared 
with 2.12 In April and 1.08 last May.

City Receptive Toward Reasonable Loan Proposal: 
Mr. Baldwin Criticized

‘The keynote of the Chinese visit 
hhas been its prevailing jolliness, 1 
hhave been at several functions given 
in honour of the delegates, at some 
‘of which guns of the largest ealibre 
were present, and one and all were 
notable for a pleasant sense of easy 
Mriendliness—may 1 say otium cunt 
aignitete?—very unusual on such 
cceasions. On the last afternoon of 
their slay the Ambassador gave on 
‘enormous tea party (I decline to call 
it by that chilling word “reception”) 
for the Delegates, at which there 
must have been 600 or 700. peuple. 
‘Among them I saw Lord and Lady 
Willingdon, ‘Lord and Lady ‘Lytton, 
Viscount Cecil, Admiral” Sir Frede- 
riek and Lady Dreyer, High Commis 
sioners and diplomatic bodies by the 
‘score. Such functions are usually 
just_a duty. ‘This one was ri 
‘enjoyable—and the Iced coffee was 
a dream. 

Looking to more serious aspects of 
the visit, it is certainly true, as Sir 
Frederick Maze ald to me, that 
China's reputation never stood higher 
in London than it does to-day, If 
she wants to raise a loan (no official 
statement has yet been or can be 
‘made on this subject) she will at 
least find people very ready to talk 
Dusiness. On the other hand it 
would be wrong to raise exaggerated 
hhopes. No country can expect to 
borrow at better terms than its 
{sting loans offer. While the 1925, 
Gold Loan is above par, and “Reorgs" 
practically at par, so good a security 
26 the 1912 loan is still round about 
90-81. Hence the idea of borrowing 
at 4 per eent—say, to consolidate the 
internal losns—would inevitably be 
disappointed.

je summer season "is _ almost 
always “a dull one in’ Canadian 
political affairs, as the Pederal Parlia~ 
ment rarely sits through the warm 
months at Oltawa, This year the 
majority ‘of the leaders are abroad, 
either travelling for pleasure, or tak- 
‘ing part in the Imperial Conference. 
Political interest has shifted to. the 
provincial seene, where two legisla~ 
tures have just ‘been dissolved, with 
clections due in the near future. 

In British Columbia the Liberals 
have been in power since 1933, when 
they won one of the strangest elec 
tong "in the history” of "Canadian 
politics. Candidates from about 
even parties presented themselves 
to the electorate, with Liberals, Con- 
servatives and 'C.C.F. groups con- 
testing. practically every seat. ‘The 
Liberals. secured a safe majority, 
despite the fact that the C.C.F. party 
polled nearly one-third of the total 
vote. Under Premier Pattullo they 
have managed to hold the conddence 
fof the people fairly well: their task 
has “not been unduly dimeult, as 
general conditions have been steadily 
Improving, with British Columbia 
leading the rest of Canada in a num- 
ber of economic factors.

Pattullo government introduced a bill 
for health Insurance which, it was 
believed, would go far to 'win the 
support ‘of those electors who. had 
favoured the more socialist partie 
‘Strenuous opposition to the bill was 
made by the physicians of the 
provinee, who felt that In. operation 
the new law would be unfair to them. 
‘Mainly as a result of this opposition 
the government decided to hold & 
referendum on the measure in con- 
nection with the coming election 
Good Financial Record 

For the most part the government 
Js resting “its case on its financial 
record during the post four years. 
{is spokesmen show that in that time 
the net debt has risen by a paltry 
$16,000,000, despite the calls made on 
the treasury on account, of unem- 
ployment relief and public works. 
‘As a matter of fact, they omit to slate 
that "this Increase would. probably 
have beon much greater if economic 
conditions had not improved greatly. 

‘The various parties seeking, 0 
defeat the government—they inc 
the Conservatives, the Co-o1 
Commonwealth Federation, the Social 
Credit group and a number of other 
‘smaller. units—content themselves 
with broadside attacks on the gov- 
ernment. As far ag can be learned, 
hone of them have really construc- 
tive programmes to offer; they are 
anxious to be given a chance to show 
what a new government:can do, The 
Rewer parties, in order to catch the 
support of some, are making pro- 
posals which would cartainly increase 
the cost of administration. ‘The Con 
servative party has been reorganized 
for the fight, and may win some sup~ 
Hort on the Dasls of economy, and 
proposed balancing of the budget. But 
It seoms entirely likely from advance 
indleations that the Liberal govern- 
ment will be sustained in office for 
Snother term. 

In Nova Scotia, too, there will be 
an election soon. ‘Premier Macdonald 
hhad intimated before the close of the 
last session of the House that his 
government would go to the people, 
Dut he felt that the date of the elec: 
lon should not be announced until 
after the Coronation festivities. On 
hig return from London this ‘week 
he called a special meeting of his 
Cabinet, and recommended to the 
Lieulenant-Governor that, Parliament 
be dissolved, and the election date 
should be set for June 29. 

‘Elected in 1033 the Liberals, headed 
by Mr, Macdonald, have held sway 
for the past four years without any 
serious reverses. After the last clec- 
tion there were 22 Liberals and oight 
Conservatives in. the House; at the 
moment of dissolution the only dif- 
ference was that one Liberal scat 
was vacant. While there is no real 
Issue before the people, there is good 
reason for believing that a change 
may take place. Since 1923, when 
the Liberals were ousted after 4 
régime that had lasted for 43 years, 
political pendulum has swung 
back and forth at each election. 
Further, the Conservatives in Colonel 
Harrington have an active and 
popular leader, who held the reins 
of office before 1038 in a way that 
was entirely creditable. 

Future of Railways

‘On the other hand, in his judgement

marriage after divorce, was inconsist- 
‘ent with the principles laid down by 
Christ and accepted in its own laws 
‘and formularies by the Church. 

‘For this reason, the Archbishop 
continued, he could not take the re~ 
sponsibiliiy of promoting legislation 
‘whieh, In some of its principal pro- 
posals, was Inconsistent with those 
principles and that standard. Dr. 
Lang sald he would take no part in 
the division, and advised others of 
ike mind to follow the same course.

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INCONSEQUENCES

‘The ninth “Himalayan Journal 
(Clarendon Press Oxford. 8s.) has 
just come to hand in fulfilment of 
its annual function of recording 
mountaineering achievements and 
endeavours under the auspices of 
the Himalayan Club founded in 
1028. The familiar neat grey covers 
between which are packed so many 
thrilling stories of adventure dispas~ 
slonately told with all the restraint 
‘of the technician, have poignant 
interest at this time when Nanga 
Parbat’s latest gesture of vindic- 
fiveness is sadly in men’s minds. 
Indeed, as lately noticed, one of the 
important contributions is Dr, Karl 
‘Wien's account of the Paul Bauer 
expedition last year to the Sikkim 
Himalaya, To keep in training for 
the prospective attack on Nanga 
Parbat Bauer, with Wien, Gottner 
and Hepp, set themselves’ the task 
of climbing some of the satellite 
peaks between 20,000ft, and 23,000ft, 
of the Kangchenjunga massif Of 
this reconnaissance mention has 
already been made in discussing 
the recent disaster. It is suMcient 
to say that Wien’s account is 
\dmirably written and of absorbing 
interest, 














‘The success of 1936 was the ascent 
of Nanda Devi by an Anglo-Ameri- 
expedition. In the current 
umber ‘of the “China Journal", 
Arthur B. Emmons IIT has. given 
his account of that brilliant feat. 
XH, W. Tilman, who with the veteran 
Everest climber Odell, had the 
honour of reaching the summit, 
modestly records his impressions in 
this issue of the “Himalayan 
Journal”, In addition to Tilman, 
Odell and Emmons, the other mem- 
‘vers wore Peter Lloyd, Professor 
Graham Brown, W. F. Loomis, 
Charles Houston.” The plan originat- 
ed in the United States of America so 
it was fitting that the company was 
composed of four British and four 
Americans. Emmons had _ been 
seriously ‘frostbitten on Minya 
Gonkar in 1932 so it was decided 
that he should look after the base 
camp and also make a detailed 
survey of the South-East glacier. 
But the party was not complete. 
‘Phere was yet another American to 
come—Adams Carter. When the 
eight had assembled at Ranikhet on 
July 8 Carter was still in Shanghai: 

Since my first association with 
Loomis T had ‘seen something of 
American hustle, but it seem: 
@oubiful whether even that would 
favall in this case, We cabled 
advising him not to come at all 
tunless he could reach Ranikhet by 
the 20th July, and made arrange 
ments, both here and at Joshimath, 
for him to be forwarded expedi- 
dlously' If) the impossible “should 
happen. 

It did happen. ‘The eight marched 
‘through the rain on the ten-day 
trek to Joshimath where they ar 
rived on July 20. The next day 
they left for the Rishi valley. On 
August 2, they reached and camped 
in the Sancutary, the inner basin 
of Nanda Devi, a mile below the 
snout of the South Glacier. On 
August 3 that impossible event con- 
firming the miracle of American 
hustle occurred: 

‘To Icelebeate our arrival here, 
‘and perhaps with more. preseienco 
‘than Wwe gave him eredit for, Loomis 
surprised us by producing’a bottle 
of apricot brandy, hitherto secreted 
In his load, ‘The bottle was small 
and did not go far amongst seven. 
but, when Carter arrived next day 
(Aug. 8)" we felt that Loomis’ in- 
linet had been uncanny bul 
admirable, In Joshimath we hod 
Feeelved a wire from Carter at 
Ranilchet on the 20th July, and we 
had ealeulated that he could not 
arrive for another two days, From 
‘Shonghal he flew most of the way 
but he did, thank’ heaven, stop at 
Delhi and fefrain trom desecrating 
the Sanctuary by landing there. 

So Carter must have covered the 
distance between Shanghai and 
Delhi in something like ten days 
He probably took a full 24 hours 
to reach Ranikhet on July 20, as 
desired. 

‘And Carter pulled his full weight 
as the story shows. On August 28 
‘Odell and Tillman moved to a snow 
shelf at 24,000ft. which had been 
marked as the proper place from 
which to make the actual attempt 
on the summit. On August 29 at 
6 am, Oddel Ieading the two 
started climbing. At 1 pm. afler an 
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‘arduous climb to which the energy- 
sapping rays of the hot sun added 
difficulties they were at the foot of 
the final wall, Entering a short but 
steep gully they emerged from it 
‘on to a snow corridor rising gently 
to the summit, Disaster nearly 
struck: 

T was sitting here taking in the 
rope while Odell moved up to join 
‘me, and had just suggested continu- 
ing by the corridor when there was 
1 sudden hiss, and, before one could 
move a mass ‘of snow forty 
yards long slid off the corridor and 
own the gully stripping of the 
‘snow in which our tracks. were, as! 
it went, ‘The avalanche broke away 
at Its a lower end to a depth of 
4 foot all round my axe, which was 
well driven in and to which T was 
holding. At its upper end the line 
‘of cleavage was three or four feet 
deep. 

So the corridor could not be taken. 
‘They Mnished the climb by a ridgo| 
Just above it and reached the top| 
at 3 pm.—nine hours after the 
start (from 24,000f. to 25,645ft.): 

‘The view was disappointing, 
owing to cloud, but through a gap 
Jn the cloud-bank to the north we 
saw the sun lighting the Tibetan 
uplands toa warm brown.

party was in such good trim that it 
‘was possible to advance the pro- 
gramme so as to reach Camp 4 on| 

15, and so that important point} 
was reached with a minimum of 
hardship. ‘There was a little trouble 
‘owing to some of the new porters 
having shown signs of physical 
distress, but otherwise conditions| 
‘were favourable. 

‘On May 19, however, the wireless 
gave the party a shock. ‘Monsoon 
conditions had appeared off the: 
coast of Ceylon, Serious though 
this information was, it did not 
dishearten the expedition, for so| 
much ground had been gained that 
they were able to make plans for 
speeding up the assault. But when| 
‘they got down to Camp 3, in pre-| 
paring for this effort, a really ter-' 
rible blow was struck against them 
by the weather. ‘The monsoon, 
which usually takes a fortnight to| 
‘get up from Ceylon, took it into} 
its head to cover that journey in 
four days—a feat which had not 
been performed within living| 
memory. It seems that the north-| 
west wind failed entirely to stem| 
‘the monsoon current. 

‘To add to the discomfiture of the 
expedition, on May 20° Mount] 
Everest herself developed a fierce 
north-west wind. That was not 
altogether bad luck because it had 
the effect of blowing the snow off 
the north face and sq the climbers 
began to feel that Everest was 














being unexpectedly kind to them. 
‘But they had yet to re-occupy Camp 


4 and the arrival of the monsoon| 
made this work exceedingly dif- | 
cult and dangerous. The attempt 
failed, and they had ‘to return to] 
Camp’ 3 with the only consolation| 
that they had managed to save thelr| 
party from disaster. 





‘One more attempt was made to 
reach the North Col, Wyn Harris| 
and Shipton were selected for the! 
task and made at first rapid, 
progress. But the slopes _were| 
treacherous. ‘The surface snow had| 
‘been blown away and it looked as:

A good deal of controversy has| 
arisen among climbers regarding| 
the respective merits of large or 
small parties, The various experts: 
have discussed the matter at great] 
Jength and they also put forward 
suggestions relating to other aspects. 
Jof organization. The Eastern Section 
of the Himalayan Club, for ex- 
ample, publish in the journal a 
very thoughtful essay advancing] 
several arguments against the at- 
tempt to climb the North Ridge too| 
rapidly. Briefly, they come to the! 
conclusion that a post-monsoon 
effort should be made, as conditions| 
then are more settled. ‘They also’ 
consider there should be fewer 
porters and fewer climbers, thus| 
giving the opportunity for a less 
crowded and better equipped cam- 
paign. ‘They draw certain of their| 
deductions from the Nanda Devi 
expedition—but the Editor of the| 
Journal, himself no mean moun- 
taineer,’ agrees with Rutledge in 
putting Everest in a class by 
herself, and Rutledge is very| 
firm in the conclusion that any| 
post-monsoon attempt is doomed to| 
disaster. The Editor goes on to| 
point out that although small parties| 
may conquer peaks like Nanga 
Parbat and Nanda Devi—proof be- 
ing already recorded of the pos-| 
sibilities on the latter mountain— 
it has to be remembered that the 
top of Nanda Devi is actually lower| 
than Camp § on Mount Everest and| 
over 2,400 feet below the difficult 
rocks of the final climb. In, the 
conquest of Nanda Devi, three of 
the party of seven were temporarily. 
ineapacitated and only two reached 
fhe summit. 

‘The consensus of opinion among 
expert climbers is that the reall 
strain begins at over 24,000 feet. 
On Nanda Devi, therefore, there! 
are only 1,650 feet of strain—-Mount 
Everest gives 5,000 feet of it. How-

Control of Price Level 

It will accordingly be an important 
funetion of the new Central. Reserve 
Bank to exercise such an influence 
over the domestic price level that 
prices in China do not get seriously 
‘out of alignment with those prevall- 
ing elsewhere, and in particular in 
the “countries with which China 
ids to. maintain practles 
change | stability. Experie 
shown that to control. prices is in 
‘any country far from eagy, but, in 
the stage of economic and ‘Anancial 
organization in which China now 
finds herself, such an attempe must 
necessarily éneoufhter many dificul- 
ties. 

To achieve its purpose at control 
ling the purchasing power of the 
currency unit a central bank must 
bbe able by credit regulation to en 
large or compress what the toxt- 
books call “the consumer's income 
‘and outlay,” and. its method of 
‘operation is through the influence 
it is able to exert over the lending 
operations of the commercial banks. 
It may accordingly be anticipated 
that the new Central Reserve Bank's 
charter will make provision for the 
maintenance by the commercial 
banks of a more or less fixed per~ 
centage of thelr cash reserves with 
the Central Reserve Bank. Without 
going into the details of a technical 

ibject It may be pointed out that, 
singe the lending operations of com- 
mercial banks are limited by the

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SALT WELLS OF TZELIUTSING 


Primitive Methods, 1,000 


Years Old, Employed to 


Raise Brine 3,000 ft. 


Be W, Lewsoue 


Teeliutsing (Self-lowing Wells) 
was the most Interesting place I had 
seen so far on this trip. ‘The primi 
tive methods of working and the 
crazy-looking structures one sw 
everywhere, obviously put up "by 
rule of thumb and) made almost 
entirely of bamboo, re-nind one very. 
forcibly of Heath Robinson's pictures 
‘of comle machinery. Like the pot- 
(eries at Kingtechen, the whole sys- 
tem on which these wells are worked 
sas complicated as. can well be 
conceived. They are distributed over 
fn area of about nine square miles 
und there ‘are something. Uke ‘1,500 
Salt wells and from 25° to “30 ‘gas 

Every operation in the production 
of the salt is an entirely’ separate! 





business: the brine wells, the gas 
wells and the reflneries, mostly 
belong to different owners: the 


drilling of a well and the transport 
of salt; even, T believe, the conduct 
of the’ brine’ through the pipelines, 
each operation is run by a differen 
concern, Everything is “done by 
buffalo power or by manual labour, 
of which latter an incredible amount 
is employed. 

Even the very laborious and 
lengthy process af drilling a well is 
carried out entirely by hand. ‘The 
vill consists of a. sharpened iron 
erowbar attached to. a long and 
elastic bamboo pole which has a 
bowshaped erosspiece in the middle, 
made of a long slice of bamboo. This 
pole Is fastened to a heavy wooden 
beam which works like a pump-handle 
thus imparting the up and down 
movement to the drill. ‘The motive 
power for the beam, oF lever, is the 
simplest: about six’ coolies standing 
‘on planks on either side of the beam 
jump on to and off it in regular 
Succession for hours on end, 











Fatiguing Labour 


When they jump on it the lever 
pulls up the drill, and when they 
Jump off the weight of the released 
Tover forees the drill downwards, 
Each time the bamboo pole descends, 
the driller at the mouth cf the well 
Uightens up the crosspiece thus im- 
parting a serew-like motion to the 
Grill, To extract the débris result 
ing from the boring, water is poured 
down the hole and a long bamboo 
tube with a valve at the bottom is 
lowered to bring up the muddy 
water. ‘The bore-hole is lined with 
bamboo tubes which are rammed 
home one on top of the other. 

By this very primitive process the 

‘erage rate of boring is said to be 
about two fect a day—it all goos 
Well. But as accidents are frequent 
and’ these primitive tools are -con- 
stantly breaking, and as some of the 
wells are from two to 3,000 fect deep, 
it may take anything from ton. to 
20 years to drill a well. It ls, there 
fore, obvious that quite a consider- 
able capital is required for such an 
undertaking. ‘The methods of boring. 
4 gas or a'brine well appear to be. 
the same, but once the gas well has 
‘been drilied, the opening of the well 
is boxed off’ and the gas led by pipes 
{0 the refinery, and the well Is never 
touched again 

‘The sight, of those coolies jumping 
‘on and off that lever simply fascinated 
ime; T could scareoly tear myself 
away. If one remembers that they 
will “probably be doing this for 
nearly a generation at one well alone, 
it gives one something to think about. 
It is a striking example of the dif- 
ference between East and West. 
After all, even the least mechanically- 
minded people must have discovered 
by now, one would have thought, 
some simpler and more rapid way 
of moving the lover, than. by this 
“dancing-coolie” method. And one 
ean only. surmise that. this method 
having been found good enough 1,000 
oF s0 years ago, nobody has since 
ventured to question its ficiency. 
More of that ‘anon, however, 





Conversion Process 


‘To convert the brine into salt for 
sale 1s quite a lengthy process. ‘There 
is frst of all the business of raising 
the brine trom the well. ‘This is 
done by means of a bamboo tube 
‘about 30 feet long and three inches 
in diameter (itting the diameter of 
the well), closed at the bottom by a 
valve and open at the top, which 
serves as bucket. A rope made of 
plaited bamboo strips fastened to the 
Upper end of the tube passes over a 
pulley at the top of a 60-foot derrick 
and down to a large vertical drum 
and from there to a huge horizontal 
drum. of bamboo. wickerwork stand- 
ing in a large gloomy shed at the 
back of the establishment. 

Tn this same shed are the stables 
of the water bulfaloes. When the 
tube with the brine is to be raised, 
the. buffaloes, from four to five in 
umber, are’ brought out ‘of their 
stables, yoked to spokes on the wheel, 


and driven .round in a_cirele, thus 
winding up the rope. "But this, as 
usual, Is not quite so simple. In the’ 
first place, each buffalo has to have 
ts own driver who with shouts and| 
rope Knout keeps it on the go; 
then, too, the cireular track they. 
describe is not level all the way 
round. but has to have a dip in it, 
in order that they can elear the rope 
which comes off the horizontal wheel 
at right angles. 

‘The whole thing makes a bizarre 
effect, Standing "in the gloomy 
shadows of the vast shed and listen- 
Ing to the ereaking of the, wheel, the 





‘These ladies at the brine exchange, 
I noticed, had the same languid, 
bored and inattentive air, for which 
their sisters of the telephone are 59 
famous, the sole difference being thet 
those T saw Were of a very mature 
‘age and extremely unattractive, not 
to be compared in any way with the 
standard of beauty at our telephone 
‘exchanges. 

Tin those cases where the salt-wells 
stand on high ground the method of 
sending the brine to the refinery is 
much simpler: coolies carry the 
brine in buckels to a Faised platform 
‘and. decant it into wooden tubs 
whence it fows through the pipe-lines 
to the refinery. 

From the tanks at the refinery it 
ls then carried by buckets to the 
evaporating pans. ‘The refinery is a| 
huge ‘dark shed with row upon row. 
of brick stoves, each with a large flat 
fron pan in which the brine is 
fevaporaled over a gas furnace. 
(hese pans, by the way. are only 
manufactured in one special district, 
in Kiyang on the river of that name,

‘The end of the rope near the tube 
ig marked ‘with wisps of straxe, 30 
that the man watching at the mouth 
of the well can warn the buffalo- 
drivers when to slow up. As soon 
fs the tube is clear of the well, he 
forces the valve open with on iron 
hook and the brine 1s let out into o 
large "wooden tub, ‘The buffaloes 
rettiin to thelr siables, and the 
bamboo tube and rope descend again 
Into the well at tremendous speed. 
by thelr own weight. The whole 
process of raising and lowering the 
Damboo tube which holds about 300 
Wb, of brine takes from ten to 20 
minutes—according to the depth 
the well—or as one man told me 
Tong as it takes to walk two li. 

‘The brine and gas wells being 
scattered about indiscriminately, with 
out plan or forethought, over this 
hilly” and indented» country the 
brine generally has to be taken con- 
siderable distances often over inter- 
vening. ridges, to the evaporating pans. 
of the refineries which are heated by 
the gas from the gus wells. ‘The 
pipelines carrying the brine are 
composed entirely of bamboo tubes 
which pun for thousands of yards 
in all directions, 


‘The brine is raised to the required 
height solely by hand, by means of 
relays of endless chain-buekets (of 
wood), which are worked treadmill 
fashion by two or three naked coolies: 
perched at the top under an awning. 
Each set raises the brine 20 to 20 
fect at most, and in one place I saw 
a relay of as many as sever such 
tread-mills in’ succession, 

Near the top of a hill, or where 
the brine has to be raised particular. 
ly steeply, there is another kind of 
pump-tower. “Tt isa vertical chain- 
bucket, about 50 fect high, with a 
‘small House at the top. On ascending 
the ramp leading to the tiny shed, 
fone is surprised to find 9. baffalo 
going round and round turning a 
wheel which works the chain bucket. 




















Similar to Telephone Exchange 


From this highest point the brine 
fg sent down toa shed which, on 
the analogy of a telephone exchange, 
‘one ean only call the brine exchange. 
Nor is the analogy so. far-fetched. 
For here surrounded by about half 
‘2 dozen large wooden tubs—the key~ 
boards—was sitting a member of the 
fair sex” manipulating her switeh- 
plugs. ‘The plug in this case was a 
long stick with a large wooden plux 
atthe end which she worked, just 
fas is done in a telephone exchange, 
putting the plug in one hole in a tub 
‘and taking it out of another, letting 
the brine out of one tub into another 
and so down the hill to its appoint- 
ed destination; though how she knew 
whieh brine was which, and which 
had to go to which refinery is more| 








than T can say. 


which I had passed on my way to| 
Chungking. They are shipped by| 
boat down the Kiyang, up the 
Yangtze, and then up the river that 
ows past ‘Tzellutsing). ‘The gas is 
also used for lighting the refinery. 
‘Thin bamboo tubes with plaster, 
mouthpieces are stuck in to the gas| 
chamber and lit at the top. Super- 
fuous gas. is simply allowed’ to 
eseape. 
Refining the Salt 

After the first boiling the salt is 
chipped out of the pans in the form 
fof a hard. black cake. It is then 
dissolved again, washed and agai 
evaporated, coming out eventually in 
the form of large white crystals, 
‘This finished product is then packed 
in’ square parcels of bamboo matting 
‘weighing about 60 Ib. and is placed 
In government storehouses, “whence 
1o purchasers are allowed to with- 
raw it, after producing bank receipts 
showing that they have paid the salt 
taxes. Such is the demand for this 
salt, that it is ordered and paid for 
Tong before “it has been actually 














gone into by the Administration, but 
doubts were expressed» whether 
‘owing to the numberless outlets 
which now exist there was stil 
sulcient pressure to conduct it any’ 
distance through pipelines. I have 
an idea, however, that the objections 
to making a full and proper use of 
this wasted energy are less'of a tech- 
nical nature, than the fear of disturb 
ing. the vested interests of the as 
well proprietors. 

Quite apart from the hospitality 
of the foreign friends with whom 
T stayed and at whose home in Tze- 
Yutsing—of all places in the world 
I heard the Coronation ‘service and 
the cheering erowds in Whitehall— 
1 thoroughly enjoyed my visit to the 
salt wells. ‘The coolies dancing on 
and off the - beam, the » buffaloes 
trotting round in the dark sheds, the 
buffalo turning the wheel in a tittle 
house $0 feet above the ground, the 
relays of treadmills, all were quite 
unusual sights, like’ the faint echo| 
of a world which has long. passed 
away. In this 20th century, with iis, 
turbines, dynamos, diesel engines and 
30 forth, it is a refreshing change for 
the mere traveller to come. across 
such a bechive of industry. as 
‘Teeliutsing where modern machinery. 
seems to be held in complete con- 
tempt. 

At the risk of offending that large 
section of China hands who take 
umbrage at criticism of anything that 
hhas been working’ satisfactorily in 
China for 1,000 years or s0, never= 
theless it must be said’ that, from a 
purely economic point a view, these. 
salt wells at Tzeliutsing are probably 
the most perfect example ot antiquated 
Inefficiency to be found anywhere 
in the whole world,

River Diverted During Winter 

Every winter, when the level of 
the water is low, the course of the 
river is temporarily diverted by 
Jdykes built of tong cylindrical bam- 
‘boo baskets flied with large boul- 
ders, and the channels are dug out; 
some large stone blocks lying in the 
river-bed are believed to indicate 
the ‘correct depth. ‘Then, at the 
beginning of spring, a great ceremony 
takes place when the dykes are 
opened and the waters ore allowed, 
into the Chengtu plain, 

Marco Polo, as may not be gener= 
ally known, "is" supposed to have 

Chengtu, “which he calls 
Sindafu. If he did so, he must have 
been drawing the long bow even 
worse than usual when he deseribes 
it-as being “a good 20 miles in com- 
pass," with a large river running 
through it'“a good. half mile wide, 
on which there are “an incredible 
mullitude of vessels": and gives de- 
falls of 2 wonderful bridge inside 
the city half a mile Jong with woo- 
den houses on it “which are put up 
in the morning and taken down in 
the evening.” 

‘There is none of allthis to-day: the 
city is scarcely twelve miles in cir- 
eumference, the “river” running 
through it ‘is a mere creck less than 
30 fect, wide, and the largest stone 
bridge that I'saw was less. than 100 
yards long, and outside the town at 
that, Learned commentators have 
bbeeri_at much pains to. explain. all 
this away.

Modern Chengtu, if not of such 
vast dimensions ‘as deseribed by 
Marco Polo, is a sufficiently Imposing 
city, with ‘many fine buildings and 
Tong straight streets running, at right 
tangles to each other. ‘These latter 
ive it, the air of a northern tows 
and with the old “Imperial City"
